I 
took Part of a fmall Houſe” in the 
Old-Fury; and being adviſed to alter 
my Condition, I married Mrs. —

with whom I received four hundred 
Pounds for a Portion. 1 
Bur, my good Maſter Bates dy- 
ing in two Years after, and I having 
few Friends, my Buſineſs began to 
fail; for my Conſcience . would not 
ſuffer me to imitate the bad Practice 
of too many among my Brethren. 


Having therefore conſulted with m 


Wife, and ſome of my Acquaintance, 
I determined to go again' to Sea, I 
was Surgeon ſucceſſively in two Ships, 
and made ſeveral Voyages for fix 
Years, to the Eaſt and Weft- Indies, by 
which I got ſome Addition to my 
Fortune. My Hours of Leifure I 
ſpent in reading the belt Authors, 
ancient and modern, being always 


— with a good Number of 
ooks ; and when I was aſhore, in ob- 
ſerving the Manners. and Diſpoſitions 
of the People, as well as learning their 
Language, wherein I had a great fa- 
cility by the Strength of my Me- 
mory,

TRE laſt of theſe Voyages not 
proving very fortunate, I grew wea- 
ry of the Sea, and intended to ſtay 
at home with my Wife and Family. 


I removed from the Old- Jury to Fet- 


zer-Lane, and from thence to Wapping, 
hoping to get Buſineſs among the 
Sailors; but it would not turn to ac- 


count. After three Years Expecta- 
tion that things would mend, I ac- 


cepted an advantageous Offer from 
Captain William Prichard, Maſter of 
the Antelope, who was making a Voyage 
to the South-Sea, We ſet fail from 


Briſtol, May 4th, 1699, and our Voyage 


at firſt was very proſperous. -

Reaſons, to trouble the Reader with

Pain, I a little looſened the ſtrings 
that tied down my Hair on the left 
Aide, ſo that] I was juſt able to turn 
my Head about two inches. But the 
Creatures ran off a ſecond time, be- 
fore I could ſeize them; whereupon 
there was a great Shout in a very 
ſhrill Accent, and after it ceaſed, I 
heard one of them cry aloud, Tolgo 
Phonac ; when in an inſtant I felt above 
an hundred Arrows diſcharged on m 
left Hand, which pricked me like ſo 
many needles ; and beſides, they ſhot 
another Flight into the Air, as we 
do Bombs in Europe, whereof many, I 
ſuppoſe, fell on my Body, (though 
I felt them not) and ſome on my 
Face, which I immediately covered 
with my left Hand.

not pierce, . I thought it the moſt pru-

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looſe, I could eafily free my ſelf ; And 
as for the Inhabitants, I had reaſon 
to believe I might be a match for 
the greateſt Armies they could bring 
againſt me, if they were all of the 
ſame Size with him that I ſaw. - But 
Fortune diſpoſed otherwiſe of me. 
When the People obſerved I was quiet, 


they diſcharged no more Arrows: But 
by the Noiſe I heard, 1 knew their 


Numbers encreaſed; and about four 
Yards from me, over-againit my right 
Ear, I heard a knocking for above 
an hour, like that of People at work ; 
when turning my Head that way as 
well as the Pegs and Strings would 
permit me, I ſaw a Stage erected, about 
a foot and a half from the Ground, 
capable of holding four of the Inha- 
bitan's, with two or three Ladders to 
mount it: From whence one of them, 
who ſeemed to be a Perſon of Qua- 
lity, made me a long Speech, whereof 
I underſtood not one Syllable. But 
I ſhould have mentioned, that before 
the principal Perſon began his Ora- 
tion, he cried out three times, Langro 
Dehul ſan; (theſe words and the for- 
mer were afterwards repeated and ex- 
plained to me.) Whereupon imme- 
dately about fifty of the Inhabitants 


came and cut the ſtrings that faſten- 
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ed the left Side of my Head, which 
gave me the Liberty of turning it 
ro the right, and of obſerving the 
Perſon and Geſture of him that was 
to ſpeak. He appeared to be of a 
middle Age, and taller than any of 
the other three who attended him, 
whereof one was a Page that held 
up his Train, and ſeemed to be ſome- 
what longer than my middle Finger ; 
the other two ſtood one on each ſide 
to ſupport him. He acted every Part 
of 'an Orator, .and I could obſerve 
many Periods of Threatnings, and 
others of Promiſes, Pity and Kind- 
neſs, I anſwered in a few words, 
but in the, moſt ſubmiſſive manner, 
lifting up my left Hand and both 
my Eyes to the Sun, as calling him 
for a Witneſs ; and being almoſt fa- 
miſhed with Hunger, having not eaten 
a Morſel for ſome hours before ] left 
the Ship, I found the demands of 
Nature fo ſtrong upon me, that I 
could not forbear ſhewing my Impa- 
tience (perhaps againſt the ſtrict rules 
of Decency) by putting my Finger 
frequently on my Mouth, to ſignify 
that I wanted Food. The Hurgo (for 
ſo they call a great Lord, as I aiter- | 
wards learnt) underſtood me very 
well. He defcended from the Stage, 
4 an 
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and . commanded that ſeveral Ladders 
ſhould. he applied to my Sides, on 
which above an hundred of the In- 
habitants mounted, and walked towards 


my Mouth, laden with baskets full 


of Meat, which had been provided 
and ſent thither by the King's Or- 
ders, upon the firſt intelligence he 
received of me. I obſeryed there was 


the Fleſh of ſeveral Animals, but 


could not diſtinguiſh. them by the 
taſte. There were Shoulders, Legs 
and Loins, ſhapen like thoſe of Mutton, 
and very well dreſſed, but ſmaller 
than the Wings of a Lark. I eat 
them by two or three at a mouth- 
ful, and: togk three Loaves at a time, 
about the Bigneſs of Musket Bullets. 
They ſupplied me as they could, ſnew- 
ing a thouſand marks of wonder and 
aſtoniſhment at my Bulk and Appe- 
tice. Ii then made another ſign chat 
I wanced Drink. They found by my 
2 that a ſmall: Quantity would 
not ſuftide me, and being a moſt in- 
genious People, they flung up with 
great dexterity one of their largeſt 
Hogſheads, then rolled it towards my 
Hand, and beat out the top; I drank 
it off at a Draught, which I might 
well do, for it did not hold halt a 
pint, and taſted like a ſmall Wine 
of Burgundy, but much more delicious.

They brought me a ſecond Hogſkead, 
which I drank in the ſame manner, 
and made ſigns for more ; but they 
had none to give me. When I had 

erformed theſe Wonders, they ſhouted 
or. Joy, and danced upon my Breaſt, 
repeating ſeveral times as they did 


at firſt, Hekinah Degul, They made 


me a ſign that I ſhould throw down 
the two Hogſheads, bur firſt warn- 
ing the People below to ſtand out of 
the way, crying aloud, Borach Mewola, 
and when they ſaw the Veſlels in the 
Air, there was an univerſal ſhout of 


Hekinab Degul. I confeſs I was often 
tempted, while they were paſſing back- 


wards and forwards on. my Body, to 
ſeize forty or fifty of the firſt that came 
in my reach, and daſh them againſt the 


Ground. But the Remembrance of 


what I had felt, which probably might 
not be the worſt they could do, and 
the Promiſe of Honour I made them, 
for ſo I interpreted my ſubmiſſive 
Behaviour, ſoon drove out theſe Ima- 
ginations. Beſides, I now conſider'd 
my ſelf as bound by the Laws of Hoſpi- 
tality to a People who had treated 


me with ſo much Expence and Mag- 


nificence. However, in my Thoughts, | 
1 could not ſufficiently wondes at the 
Intrepidity of theſe diminutive _

tals, who durſt venture to mount and 
walk upon my Body, while one of 
my Hands was at liberty, without 
trembling at the very ſight of ſo pro- 
digious a Creature as I muſt appear to 


them. After ſome time, when they ob- 
ſerved that I made no more demands 


for Meat, there appear'd before me a 
Perſon of high Rank from his Impe- 


rial Majeſty. His Excellency having 


mounted on the ſmall of my right Leg, 
advanced forwards up to my Face, 
with about a dozen of his Retinue. 
And producing his Credentials under 


the Signet Royal, which he applied 


cloſe to my Eyes, ſpoke about ten 
Minutes, without any ſigns of Anger, 
but with a kind of determinate Re- 
folution ;- often pointing forwards, 
which, as I afterwards found, was to- 
wards the Capital City, about half a 
mile diſtant, whither it was agreed by 
his Majeſty in Council that I muſt be 
conveyed. I anſweredin few words, but 


to no purpoſe, and made a Sign with my 


Hand that was looſe, putting it to the 
other (but over his Excellency's Head 
for fear of hurting him or his Train) 
and then to my own Head and Bo- 
dy, to ſignify that I deſired my Li- 
berty. It appeared that he under- 
to th as: 
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his Head by way of Difapprobation, 
and held his Hand in a Poſture to 
ſhew that I muſt be carrried as a 
Priſoner. However, he made other 
ſigns to let me underſtand. that I 
ſhould have Meat and Drink enough, 
and very good Treatment. Where- 
upon I once more thought of at- 
tempting to break my Bonds, but a- 
gain, when I felt the Smart of their 
Arrows, upon my Face and Hands, 
which were all in Bliſters, and ma- 
ny of the Darts ſtill ſticking in them, 
and obſerving likewiſe that the Num- 
ber of my Enemies encreaſed, I gave 
Tokens to let them know that they 
might do with me what they pleat- 
ed. Upon this the Hurgo and his 
Train withdrew with much Civility 
and chearful Countenances. Soon at- 
ter I heard a general Shout, with 
frequent Repetitions of the Words, 
Peplom Selan, and I felt great Num- 
bers of People on my left Side res 
laxing the Cords to ſuch a Degree, 
that I Was able to turn upon my Right, 
and to eaſe myſelf with making Wa- 
ter; which I very plentifully did, to 
the great Aſtoniſhment of the Peo- 
ple, who conjecturing by my Mo- 
tions what I was going to do, im- 
mediately opened to the right and left 
on that ſide to avoid the Torrent 
; which 
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which fell with ſueh Noiſe and Vio- 
lence from me. But before this, they 
had dawbed my Face and both my 
Hands with u a fort of Ointment very 
pleaſant to the Smell, which in a few 
Minutes removed all the Smart of 
their Arrows. Theſe Circumſtances, 
added to the Refreſhment I had re- 
ceived by their Victuals and Drink, 
which were very nouriſhing, diſpoſ- 
ed me to fleep. I ſlept about eight 
Hours, as I was afterwards affured; 
and it was no wonder, for the Phy- 
ſicians, by the Emperor's Order, had 
mingled a fleepy Potion in the Hog- 


ſheads of Wine. 


Ir ſeems that upon the firſt Nſo- 
ment I was diſcovered -fleeping on 
the Ground after my landing, the 
Emperor had early Notice of it by 
an Expreſs; and determined in Coun- 
cil that I ſhould be tied in the-Man- 
ner I have related, (which was done 
in the Night. while I ſlept) that Plen- 
ty of Meat and Drink: ſhould be ſent 
to me, and a Machine prepared to 


carry me to the capital City. 


TEHISs Reſolution perhaps may ap- 
pear very bold and dangerous, and 
I am confident would not be imi-, 
tated by any Prince in Europe on 
the like Occaſton; however, in my 
TH = Opinion, 
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Opinion, it was extremely prudent, 
as well as generous: For ſuppoſing 
theſe People had endeavoured to ki 
me with their Spears and Arrows 
while I was aſleep, I ſhould cer- 
tainly have awaked with the firſt 
Senſe of Smart, which might ſo far 
have rouzed my Rage and Strength, 
as to have enabled me to break the 
Strings wherewith I was tied; after 
which, as they were not able to. make 
Reſiſtance, ſo they could expect no 
Mercy. _. G | 

THESE People are moſt excellent 
Mathematicians, and arriv'd to a great 
Perfection in Mechanicks, by the Coun- 
tenance and Encouragement of the 
Emperor, who is a renowned Patron 
of Learning. This Prince hath ſeve- 
ral Machines fixed on wheels, for the 
Carriage of Trees and other great 
Weights, He often builds his largeſt 
Men of War, whereof ſome are nine 
Foot long, in the Woods where the 
Timber grows, and has them carried 
on theſe | ka three or four hundred 
Yards to the Sea, Five hundred Car- 
penters and Engineers were immedi- 
ately ſer at work to prepare the greateſt 
Engine they had. It was a Frame of 
Wood raiſed three Inches from the 
Ground, about ſeyen Foot long and 
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four wide, moving upon twenty two 
Wheels. The ſhout I heard was upon 
the Arrival of this Engine, which it 
ſeems ſet out 1n four 3 after my 
Lin, It was brought parallel to 
me as I lay. But the principal Diffi- 
culty was to raiſe and place me in 
this Vehicle. Eighty Poles, each of 
one Foot high, were erected for this 
purpoſe, and very ſtrong Cords of the 
bigneſs of Packthread were faſtned by 
Hooks to many Bandages, which the 
Workmen had girt round my Neck, 
my Hands, m N. and my Legs. 
Nine hundred of the ſtrongeſt Men 
were employed to draw up theſe Cords 
by many pulleys faſtned on the Poles, 
and thus, in leſs than three Hours, L 
was raiſed and ne into the Engine, 
and there tyed faſt, All this I was 
told, for while the whole Operation 
was performing, I lay in a profound 
ſleep, by the force of that foporite- 
rous Medicine infuſed into my Liquor. 
Fifteen Hundred of the Emperor's 
largeſt Horſes, each about four Inches 
and an half high, were employed to 
draw me towards the Metropolis, which, 
as I ſaid, was half a Mile diſtant. 
Ago four Hours after we began

phane, and therefore had been applied 
to common ule, and all the Ornaments 
and Furniture carried away. In this 
Edifice it was determined I ſhould 
lodge. The great Gate fronting to 
the North was about four foot Fn 
and almoſt two foot wide, through 
which I could eaſily creep. On each 
ſide of the Gate was a ſmall Window 
not above ſix Inches from the Ground: 
into that on the left Side, the King's 
Smith convey d fourſcore and, eleven 
Chains, like thoſe that hang to a Lady's

of Flowers. Theſe Fields were in-

ly unuſed to ſuch a fight, which ap-

ed to the Emperor's Horſe, they 
alighted, came near his Perſon, which 
I am now going to deſcribe, He 
is taller by almoſt the Breadth of my 
Nail, than any of his Court, which 
alone is enough to ſtrike an Awe 
into the Beholders. His Features are 


ſtrong and maſculine, with an Auſtri- 


an Lip and arched Noſe, his Com- 
plexion olive, his Countenance ere, 
his Body and Limbs well proportion- 
ed, all his Motions gracetul, and his 
os veg majeſticx. He was then 
paſt his Prime, being twenty eight 
_ Years and three quarters old, of which 
he had reigned about ſeven, in great 
felicity, and generally victorious. For 
the better Convenience of beholding 
him, I lay on my Side, ſo that my 
Face was parrallel to his, and he 
ſtood but three Yards off: Howe- 
yer, 1 had him ſince many times in 
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my Hand, and therefore cannot be 
deceived in the Deſcription. His Dreſs 
was very plain and ſimple, and the Fa- 
ſhion of it between the Aſiaticłk and the 
European: but he had on his Head a light 
Helmet of Gold, adorned with Jewels, 
and a Plume on the Creſt, He held. 
his Sword drawn in his Hand, to de- 


fend himſelf, if I ſhould happen to; 


break looſe ; it was almoſt three Inch- 
es long, the Hilt and Scabbard were 
Gold enriched with Diamonds. His 
Voice was ſhrall, but very clear and 
articulate, and I could diftinly hear. 
it when I ſtood up. <The Ladies and 
Courtiers were all moſt magnificent— 
ly clad, ſo that the Spot they ſtood 
upon ſeemed to reſemble a Petticoat 
ſpread on the Ground, embroidered 
with Figures of Gold and Silver. His 
Imperial Majeſty ſpoke often to me, 
and I returned Anſwers, but neither 
of us could underſtand a Syllable. 
There were ſeveral of his Prieſts and 
Lawyers preſent, (as I conjectured by 
their Habits) who were commanded 
to addreſs themſelves to me, and I 
ſpoke to them in as many Languag- 


Jes as I had the leaſt ſmattering of, 


which were High and Low Dutch, Latin, 
French, Spaniſh, Italian, and Lingua Franca; 
but all to no purpoſe, After about 
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two Hours the Court retired, and I was 
leſt with a ſtrong Guard, to prevent 
the Impertinence, and probably the 


Malice of the Rabble, who were ve- 


ry impatient to croud about nie as 
near as they durſt, and ſome of them 
Had the Impudence to ſhoot their Ar- 
rows at me as I fate on the Ground 


by the Door of my Houſe, whereof 


one very narrowly miſs'd my left Eye. 
But the Colonel ordered ſix of the 
Ring- leaders to be ſeized, and thought 


no Puniſhment ſo proper as to deli- 


ver them bound into my Hands, which 
ſome of his Soldiers accordingly did, 
puſhing them forwards with the But- 
ends of their Pikes into my Reach; 1 
took them all in my right Hand, put 
fixe of them into my Coat- pocket, 
and as to the ſixth, I made a Coun- 

tenance as if I would eat him alive, 
The poor Man ſqualled terribly, and 
the: Colonel and his Officers were in 
much Pain, eſpecially when they ſaw 
me take out my Penknite : But | foon 
put them out of fear; for, looking 
mildly and immediately cutting the 
ſtrings he was hound with, I ſet him 
gently on the Ground, and away he 
ran; I treated the reſt in the ſame 


Manner, taking them, one by one, out | 


of my Pocket, and I obſerved both 


the 
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the Soldiers and People were oblig- 
ed at this Mark of my Clemency, 
which was reprefented very much to, 
my Advantage at Court. 0 

TowaRrDs Night T got with ſome 
Difficulty into my Houſe, where L 
lay on the Ground, and continued to 
do ſo about a Fortnight ; during which 
Time the Emperor gave Orders to- 
have a Bed prepared for me. Six 


hundred Beds of the common Mea- 


ſure were brought in Carriages and 
worked up in my Houſe, an hun- 
dred and fifty of their Beds ſown to- 
ether made up the Breadth and 
ength; and theſe were four dou- 
ble, which however kept me but ve- 
ry indifferently from the Hardneſs 
of the Floor, that was of ſmootte 
Stone. By the ſame Computation 
they provided me with Sheets, Blan- 
kets, and Coverlets, tolerable enougltr 
for one who had been ſo long inured 

to Hardſhips. | 
As the News of my Arrival ſpread 
through the Kingdom, it brought pro= 
digious Numbers of rich, idle, and 
curious People to ſee me; ſo that the 
Villages were almoſt empried, and 
reat Neglect of Tillage and Houſhold 
airs muft have enſued, if his Im- 
perial Majefty had not proyided, b 
i ſeveral 
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ſeveral Proclamations and Orders of 
State, againſt this Inconveniency. He 
directed, that thoſe who had already 
beheld me ſhould return Home, and 
not preſume to come within fifty Yards 
of my Houſe, without Licence from 
Court; whereby the Secretaries of 
State got conſiderable Fees. | 

IN the mean time, the Emperor 
held frequent Councils to debate what 


Courſe ſhould be taken with me; and 


J was afterwards aſſured by a parti- Þ 
cular Friend, a Perſon of great Qua- | 
lity, who was looked upon to be as a 


much in the Secret as any, that the 
Court was under many Difficulties 
concerning me. They apprehended 
my breaking looſe, that my Diet would 
be very expenſive, and might cauſe 
a Famine, Sometimes they determin- 
ed to ſtarve me, or at leaſt to ſhoot 
me in the Face and Hands with poi- 


ſoned Arrows, which would ſoon dil- Þ 


patch me; but again they conſider'd, 
that the Stench of ſo large a Carcaſc 
might produce a Plague in the Me- 
tropolis, and probably ſpread through 
the whole Kingdom. In the nudit 


of theſe Conſultations, ſeveral Officers | 
of the Army went to the Door of the | 


great Council-Chamber ; and two of 
Them being admitted, gave an * 
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of my Behaviour to the ſix Criminals 
above-mention'd, which made fo fa- 
vourable an Impreſſion in the Breaſt 
of his Majeſty and the whole Board 
in my behalf, that an Imperial Com- 
miſſion was iſſued out, obliging all 
the Villages nine hundred Yards round 
the City, to deliver in every Morning 
ſix Beeves, forty Sheep, and other Vi- 


ctuals for my Suſtenance ; together 


with a proportionable Quantity of 
Bread, and Wine and other Liquors: 
for the due Payment of which, his 
Majeſty gave Aſſignments upon his 
Treaſury. For this Prince lives chiefly 
upon his own Demeſnes, ſeldom, ex- 
cept upon great Occaſions, raiſing any 
Subſidies upon his Subjects, who are 
bound to attend him in his Wars at 
their own Expence. An Eſtabliſh- 
ment was alſo made of ſix hundred 


# Perſons to be my Domeſticks, who 


had Board-wages allowed for their 
Maintenance, and Tents built for 
them very conveniently on each Side 
of my Door. It was likewiſe order- 
ed, that three hundred Taylors ſhould 
make: me a Suit of Cloaths after the 
Faſhion of the Country: That ſix of 
his Majeſty's greateſt Scholars ſhould 
be employ'd to inſtruct me in their 


Language: And, laſtly, that the Em- 
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peror's Horſes, and thole of the No- 
bility, and Troops of Guards, ſhould 
be 23 exerciſed in my ſight, 
to accuſtom themſelves to me. All 
theſe Orders were duly put in execu- 
tion, and in about three Weeks I made Þ 
a great Progreſs in learning their Lan- 
guage ; during which Time, the Em-. 
eror frequently honoured me with | 
his Viſits, and was pleaſed to aſſiſt my] 
Maſters in teaching me. We began 
already to converſe together in ſome 
fort; and the firſt Words I learnt were 
to expreſs my Deſire that he would Þ 
pleaſe to give me my Liberty, which Þ 
41 every day repeated on my K 
His Anſwer, as I could apprehend it, 
Was, that this muit be a Work of 
Time, not to be thought on without 
the Advice of Council, and that firſt 
I muſt Lumos Kelmin peſſo deſmar lon 
Empoſo; that is, ſwear a Peace with 
him and his Kingdom, However, 
that I ſhould be uſed with all Kind- 
neſs ; and he adviſed me to acquire, 
by my Patience and diſcreet Behaviour, 
the good Opinion of himſelf and his 
Subjects. He deſired I would not 
take it ill if he gave Orders to cer- f 
tain proper Officers to ſearch me ; for | 
Probably I might carry about me ſe- 
Feral Weapons, which muſt needs be 
dangerous 
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dangerous things, if they anſwered 
the Bulk of ſo prodigious a Perſon. 
I faid, his Majeſty ſhould be ſatisfied, 
for I was ready to ſtrip myſelf, and 
turn up my Pockets before him. This 


I delivered part in Words, and part 


in Signs. He replied, that by the 
Laws of the Kingdom I muſt be ſearch- 


ed by two of his Officers; that he 
knew this could not be done wichout 


my Conſent and Afliftance; that he 
had ſo good an Opinion of my Ge- 


neroſity and Juſtice, as to truſt their 


Perſons in my Hands: That whateve. 
they took from me ſhould be return- 
ed when I left the Country, or paid 
for at the Rate which I would ſet 


upon them. I took up the two Of- 


ficers in my Hands, put them firſt into 
my Coat- Pockets, and then into every 
other Pocket about me, except my 
two Fobs, and another fecret Poc- 
ket I had no mind ſhould be ſearch- 
ed, wherein I had ſome little Neceſ- 
ſaries that were of no conſequence to 


any but myſelf. In one of my Fobs 


there was a filver Watch, and in the 


= other a ſmall Quantity of Gold in a 


Purſe, Theſe Gentlemen, having Pen, 
Ink and Paper about them, made an 
exact Inventory of every thing they 
flaw; and when they had done, de- 
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fired I would ſet them down, that 
they might deliver it to the Emperor. 
This Inventory I afterwards tranſlat- 
ed into Engliſh, and is word for word 
as follows. | I 

IMHRIMIS, In the right Coat-Poc- 
ket of the Great Man- Mountain (for ſo 
I interpret the Words Quinbus Heſtrin, Þ 
after the ſtricteſt Search, we found 
only one great Piece of coarſe Cloth) 
large enough to be a Foot-Cloth for 
our Majeſty's chief Room of State. 
In the left Pocket, we ſaw a huge 
filver Cheſt, with a Cover of the ſame 
Metal, which we the Searchers were | 

not able to lift. We deſired it ſhould 
be opened, and one of us ſtepping into 
it, found himſelf up to the mid Leg 
in a ſort of Duſt, ſome Part where- 
of flying up to our Faces, ſet us both 
a ſneezing for ſeveral times together, 
In his right - Waſtecoat-Pocket, we | 
found a prodigious Bundle of white 
thin Subſtances, folded one over an- 
other, about the Bigneſs of three 
Men, tied with a ſtrong Cable, and 
marked with black Figures ; which 
we humbly conceive to be Writings, 
every Letter almoſt half as large as 
Palm of our Hands. In the left 
there was a ſort of Engine, from the 
Back of which were extended ry 
| ong 
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long Poles, reſembling the Paliſado's 
before your Majeſty's Court; where- 
with we conjecture the Man- Mountain 
combs his Head, for we did not al- 
ways trouble him with Queſtions, be- 
cauſe we found it a great Difficulty 
to make him underſtand us. In the 
large Pocket on the right Side of his 
middle Cover, (ſo I tranſlate the Word 
Ranfu-Lo, by. which they meant my 
Breeches) we ſaw a hollow Pillar of 
Iron, about the Length of a Man, fa- 
{tened to a ſtrong Piece of Timber, 


larger than the-Pillar; and upon one 


Side of the Pillar were huge Pieces of 
Iron ſticking out, cut into ſtrange 
Figures, which we know not what to 
make of. In the left Pocket, another 
Engine of the fame Kind. In the 
{ſmaller Pocket, on the right Side, were 
{ſeveral round flat Pieces of white and 
red Metal, of different Bulk; ſome of 
the white, which ſeemed to be Sil- 
ver, were ſo large and heavy, that 


my Comrade and I could hardly lift 


them. In the left Pocket were two 


| black Pillars irregularly ſhaped : we 


could not, without Difficulty, reach 


the Top of them as we ſtood at the 


Bottom of his Pocket. One of them 
was Covered, and ſeemed all of a 
piece; but at the upper End of the 
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other, there appeared a white round 
Sublta: ce, about twice the Bigneſs of 
of our Heads, Within each of theſe 
was incloſed a prodigious Plate of 
Steel; which, by our Orders, we 
obliged him to ſhew us, becaute we 
apprehended they might be dange- 
zous Engines, He took them out of 
their Caſes, and told us, that in his 
own Country his Practice was to 
ſhave his Beard with one of theſe, 
and to cut his Meat with the other, 
There. were two Pockets which we 
could not enter: Theſe he called his 
Fobs; they were two large Sits cut 
into the Top of his middle Cover, 
but ſqueez'd cloſe by the Preſſure of 
his Belly. Out of the right Fob hung 
3 great ſilyver Chain, with a wonder- 


We directed him to draw out what- 
ever was faſtened to that Chain; 
which appeared to be a Globe, half 
Silver, and half of ſome tranſpa- 
rent Metal: For on the tranſpa- 
rent fide we ſaw certain ſtrange Fi- 
gures circularly drawn, and thought 
we could touch them, till we found 
our Fingers ſtopped by that lucid 
dubſtance. He put this Engine to 
cur Ears, which made an inceſſant 
fete like that of a Water-Mill, And 
we conjefture it is either ſeme un- 
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known. Animal, or the God that he 
worſhips : But we are more inclined. 
to the latter Opinion, becauſe he aſ- 
ſured us, (if we underſtood him right, 
for he expreſſed himſelf very imper- 
fectly) that he ſeldom did any. Thing 
without conſulting it. He called it 
his Oracle, and ſaid it pointed out 
the Time for every Action of his Life. 
From the left Fob he took out a 
Net almoſt large enough for a Fiſh- 
erman, but contrived to open and 
ſhut like a Purſe, and ſerved him for 
the ſame Uſe: We found therein ſe- 
veral maſſy Pieces of yellow Metal, 
which, if they be real Gold, muſt be 
of immenſe Value. 5 

HAVING thus, in obedience to 
your Majeſty's Commands, diligently 
tearched all his Pockets, we obſerved 
a Girdle about his Waſte made of the 


Hide of ſome prodigious Animal, from: 
which, on the left Side, hung a Sword 


of the Length of five Men; and on 
the right, a Bag or Pouch divided into 


two Cells, each Cell capable of hold- 


ing three of your Majeſty's Subjects. 
In one of theſe Cells were ſeveral 
Globes or Balls of a moſt ponderous 
Metal, about the Bigneſs of our Heads, 
and required a ſtrong Hand to litc 
them: The other Cell contained

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a Heap of certain black Grains, but 
of no great Bulk or Weight, for we 
could hold above fifty of them in the 
Palms of our Hands. | 
This is an exact Inventory of what 
we found about the Body of the Man- 
Mountain, who uſed us with great Ci- 
vility, and due Reſpect to your Ma- 
jeſty's Commiſſion. Signed and ſeal- 
ed on the fourth Day of the eighty 
ninth Moon of your Majeſty's auſpi-

WHEN this Inventory was read 
over to the Emperor, he directed me, 
although in very gentle Terms, to de- 
liver up the ſeveral Particulars. He 
firſt called for my Scymiter, which I 
took ont, Scabbard and all. In the 
mean time he ordered three thouſand 
of his choiceſt Troops (who then at- 
tended him) to ſurround me at a di- 
ſtance, with their Bows and Arrows 
juſt ready to diſcharge ; but I did 
not obſerve it, for mine Eyes were 
wholly fixed upon his Majeſty.

| I could expect; he ordered me to re- 


turn it into the Scabbard, and caſt it 


on the Ground as gently as I could, 


about ſix Foot from the End of m 
Chain. The next thing he demand- 


ed, was one of the hollow Iron Pil- 


lars, by which he meant my Pocket- 
Piſtols. I drew it out, and at his 
Deſire, as well as I could, expreſſed 
to him the Uſe of it; and charging 
it only with Powder, which by the 
Cloſeneſs of my Pouch happened to 
eſcape wetting in the Sea, (an Incon- 
venience againſt which ail prudent 
Mariners take ſpecial care to provide) 


I firſt cautioned the Emperor not to 


be afraid, and then TI let it off in the 
Air. The Aſtoniſhment here was much 


| greater than at the ſight of my Scy- 


meter. Hundreds fell down as if 
they had been ſtruck dead; and even 
the Emperor, although he ſtood his 
Ground, could not recover himſelf in 
ſome Time.

Imperial Palace into the Air, I like- 
wiſe delivered up my Watch, which 
the Emperor was very curious to ſee, 
and commanded two of his talleſt Yeo- 
men of the Guards to bear it on 2

Men in England do a Barrel of Ale. 
He was amazed at the continual Noiſe 
it made, and the Motion of the Mi- 
nute-Hand, which he could eaſily diſ- 
cern ; for their Sight is much more 
acute than ours: and asked the Opi- 
nions of his learned Men about him, 
which were various and remote, as 
the Reader may well imagine without 
my repeating ; although indeed I could 
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L then gave up my Silver and Cop- 
per Money, my Purſe with nine large 


Silver Snuff- Box, my Handkerchief and 

Journal- Book. My Scymiter, Piſtols, 

and Pouch, were conveyed in Car- 

riages to his Majeſty's Stores; but 

the reſt of my Goods were returned me.

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I had, as I before obſerved, one 


private Pocket which eſcaped their 


Search, wherein there was a pair of 
Spectacles, (which I ſometimes uſe for 
the Weakneſs of mine Eyes) a Pocket- 
Perſpective, and ſeveral other little 
Conveniencies; which being of no 


conſequence to the Emperor, I did 


not think my ſelf bound in Honour 


to diſcover, and I apprehended they 


might be loſt or ſpoiled if I ventured:

THIS Diverſion is only practiſed 


by thoſe Perſons who are Candidates 


for great Employments, and high Fa- 
vour, at Court. They are trained in 
this Art from their Youth, and are 
not always of noble Birth, or liberal 
Education. When a great Office is 
vacant either by Death or Diſgrace 
(which often happens) five or ſix of 
thoſe Candidates petition the Emperor 
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to entertain his Majeſty and the Court 
with a Dance on the Rope, and who- 
ever jumps the higheſt, without falling, 
ſucceeds in the Office. Very often the 
chief Miniſters themſelves are com- 
manded to ſhew their Skill, and to 
convince the Emperor that they have 
not loſt their Faculty. Flimnap, the 


Treaſurer, is allowed to cut a Caper 


on the ſtrait Rope, at leaſt an Inch 
higher than any other Lord in the 
whole Empire. I have ſeen him do 
the Summerſet ſeveral times together 
upon a Trencher fixed on the Rope, 
which is no thicker than a common

am not partial, the ſecond after the 


Treaſurer; the reſt of the great Of- 
ficers are much upon a Par. 

TRESE Diverſions are often attend- 
ed with fatal Accidents whereof great 
Numbers are on Record. I myſelf 
have ſeen two or three Candidates 
break a Limb. But the Danger is 
much greater when the Miniſters 
themſelves are commanded to ſhew 


their Dexterity ; for by contending 


to excel themſelves and their Fellows. 
they ſtrain ſo far, that there is hard- 
ly one of them who hath not receiv- 
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ed a Fall, and ſome of them two or 
three. I was aſſured that a Year or 
two before my Arrival, Himnap would 
have infallibly broke his Neck, if one 
of the King's Cuſhions, that acciden- 
rally lay on the Ground, had not weak- 
ened the Force of his Fall. 
TERRE is likewiſe another Diver. 
ſion which is only ſhewn before the 
Emperor and Empreſs, and firſt Mi- 
niſter, upon particular Occaſions, The 
Emperor lays on a Table three fine 
filken Threads of fix Inches long. One 
is Purple, the other Yellow, and the 
third White. Theſe Threads are pro- 
poſed as Prizes for thoſe Perſons whom 
the Emperor hath a mind to diſtin- 
guiſh by a peculiar Mark of his Fa. 
vour. The Ceremony is performed 
in his Majeſty's great Chamber ol 
State, where the Candidates are to 
undergo a Trial of Dexterity very 
different from the former, and ſuch 
as I have not obſerved the leaſt Re- 
ſemblance of in any other Country 
of the old or new World, The Emperor 
holds a Stick in his Hands, both Ends 
5 to the Horizon, while the Can- 
idates advancing, one by one, ſome - 
times leap over the Stick, ſometimes 
creep under it backwards and forwards 
ſeveral times, according as the Stick 
1s 
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is advanced or depreſſed. Sometimes 
the Emperor holds one End of the 
Stick, and his firſt Miniſter the other; 
ſometimes the Miniſter has it entirely 
to himſelf.

ner, about two Foot from the Ground; 
then I faſtened my Handkerchief to 
the nine Sticks that ſtood erect, and 
extended it on all Sides till it was as 
tight as the Top of a Drum ; and the

| ſerved as Ledges on each Side, When 
I had finiſhed my Work, I deſired the 
Emperor to let a Troop of his beſt 
Horſe, twenty four in Number, come 
and exerciſe upon this Plane. His 
Majeſty approved of the Propoſal, 
and I took them up one by one in 
wy Hands, ready mounted and arm- 
ed, with the proper Officers to ex- 
erciſe them. As ſoon as they got in- 
to order they divided into two Par- 
ties, performed mock Skirmiſhes, dil- 
charged blunt Arrows, drew their 
Swords, fled and purſued, attacked 
and retired, and in ſhort — 
8 - the 
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the beſt military Diſcipline I ever be- 
held. The parallel Sticks ſecured them 
and their Horſes from falling over 
the Stage ; and the Emperor was ſo 
much delighted, that he ordered this 
Entertainment to be repeated ſeveral 
Days, and once was pleaſed to be lift- 
ed up, and give the Word of Com- 
mand ; and, with great Difficulty, 
perſuaded even the Empreſs herſelf 
to let me hold her in her cloſe Chair 
within two Yards of the Stage, from 
whence ſhe was able to take a full View 
of the whole Performance. It was 
my good Fortune that no ill Acci- 
dent happened in theſe Entertain- 
ments, only once a fiery Horſe that 
belonged to one of the 393 paw- 
ing with his Hoof ſtruck a Hole in 
my Handkerchiet, and bis Foot ſlip- 
ping, he overthrew his Rider and 
himſelf ; but 1 immiediately relieved 
them both; and covering the Hole 
with one Hand, I ſet down the Troop 
with the other, in the ſame Manner 
as I took them up. The Horſe that 
tell was ſtrained in the left Shoulder, 
but the Rider got no Hurt, and I re- 


| paired my Handkerchief as well as I 
could; however, I would not truſt to 


the Strength of it any more in ſuch 
dangerous Enterprizes.

I was ſet at liberty, as I was enter- 
raining the Court with theſe kind of 
Feats, there arrived an Expreſs to in- 
form his Majeſty, that ſome of his 
Subjects, riding near the Place where 
I was firft taken up, had ſeen a great 
black Subſtance lying on the Ground 
very odly ſhaped, extended its Edges 
round as wide as his Majeſty's Bed» 
chamber, and rifing up in the middle 
as high as a Man; that it was no 
living Creature, as they at firſt appre- 
hended, for it lay on the Graſs with- 

out Motion; and ſome of them had 
walked round it ſeveral times: That 
by mounting upon each other's Shoul-

Drums beating, Colours flying, and 
Pikes advanced. This Body conſiſted 
of three thouſand Foot, and a thou- 
fant Horſe, His Majeſty gave Or- 
ders, upon pain of Death, that every 
Soldier in his March ſhould obſerve 


the ſtricteſt Decency, with regard to 


my Perſon; which, however, could 
not prevent ſome of the younger 
Officers from turning up their Eyes 
as they paſled under me. And, to 
confeſs the Truth, my Breeches were 
at that time in fo ill a Condition, 
chat they afforded ſome Opportu- 
nities for Laughter. and Admiration. 


I had ſent ſo many Memorials and 


Petitions for my Liberty, that his 
Majeſty at length mentioned the Mat- 
ter firſt in the Cabinet, and then in 
a full Council; where it was oppoſed 
by none, except Skyreſh Bolgolam, who

ſee Mildeudo, the Metropolis; which 
the Emperor eaſily granted me, but 


with a ſpecial Charge to do no Hurt, 
either to the Inhabitants or their 


Houſes. The People had Notice by 


Proclamation of my Deſign to viſit 


the Town. The Wall, which encom- 


afled it, is two Foot and an half 
igh, and at leaſt eleven Inches broad, 


ſo that a Coach and Horſes may be 
driven very ſafely round it; and it 
is flanked with ſtrong Towers at ten 


Foot diſtance, I ſtept over the great 
Weſtern Gate, and paſſed very gent- 
ly, and ſideling through the two e 
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HE firſt Requeſt I made, after 
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coat, for fear of damaging the Roois 
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cipal Streets, only in my ſhort Waiſt- 


and Eves of the Houſes with the Skirts 


of my Coat. I walked with the ut- 
8 moſt Circumſpection, to avoid tread- 
ing on any Stragglers, that might re- 
main in the Streets, although the Or- 
ders wery ſtrict, that all People ſhould 
keep in their Houſes, at their own 
Peril. The Garret-windows and Tops 
of Houſes were ſo crowded with Spec- 
tators, that I thought in all my Tra- 
rels I had not ſeen a more populous 
Place. The City is an exact Square, 
each Side of the Wall being five hun- 
dred Foot long, The two great 


Streets, which run croſs and divide 
it into four Quarters, are five Foot 
wide. The Lanes and Alleys which 
I could not enter, but only viewed 
them as I paſſed, are from twelye to 
eighteen Inches. The Town 1s ca- 
pable of holding five hundred thou- 
land Souls. The Houſes are from three 
to five Stories. The Shops and Mar- 


kets well provided. 


TRE Emperor's Palace is in the 
Center of the City, where the two 
great Streets met. It is incloſed by 
a Wall of two Foot high, and twen- 
ty Foot diſtance from the Buildings. 
I had his Majeſty's Permiſſion to ſtep 

| D 4 over 
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over this Wall; and the Space being 
to wide between that and the Pa- 
lace, I could eaſily view it on every 
Side. The outward Court is a Square 
of forty. Foot, and includes two other 
Courts: In the inmoſt are the Roy. 
al Apartments, which | was very de- 
firous to ſee, but found it extremely 
difficult; for the great Gares, from 
one Square into another, were but 
eighteen Inches high, and ſeven Inch- 
es. wide. Now the Buildings of the 
outer Court were at leaſt five Foot 
high, and it was impoſſible for me to 
ſtride over them, without infinite Da. 
mage to the Pile, though the Walls 
were ſtrongly built of hewn Stone, 
and four Inches thick. At the ſame 
time the Emperor bad a great Deſire 


that I ſhould. ſee the Magnificence of 


his Palace; but this I was not able 
to do till three Days after, which 1 
ſpent in cutting down with my K nife 
fome of the largeſt Trees in the Roy- 
al Park, about an hundred Yards di- 
ſtant from the City. Of theſe Trees 
E made two Stools, each about three 
Ecot high, and, itrong enough to bear 
my Weight. The People having re- 
ceived Notice a ſecond time, I went 
again through the City to the Palace, 
With my. two. Stools in my. Hands,

When I came to the Side of the outer 
Court, I ſtood upon one Stool, and

He ordered his Coach to 
wait at a diſtance, and deſired, I 
would give him an Hour's Audience; 
which 1 readily conſented to, on ac- 
count of his Quality and perſonal 
Merits, as well as the many good Ol 
fices he had done me during my Sol- 
licitations at Coutt. I offered to lie 
down, that he might the more conve- 
niently reach my Ear; but he choſe 
rather to let me hold him in my Hand 
during our Converſation. He began 
with Compliments on my Liberty, 
ſaid, he might pretend to ſome Me- 
rit in it: But, however, added, that 
if it had not been for the preſent S- 
tuation of Things at Court, e 
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TI might not have obtained it ſo ſoon. 
For, ſaid he, as flouriſhing à Condi- 


| tion as we may appear to be in to 
| Foreigners, we labour under two 


mighty Evils; a violent Faction at 
Home, and the Danger of an Inva- 


ſion by a moſt potent Enemy from a- 


broad. As to the firſt, you are to 
underſtand, that for above ſeventy. 
Moons paſt, there have been two 


| ſtruggling Parties in this Empire, un- 


der the Names of 7Trameckſan, and 
Slameckſan, from the high and low 
Heels on their Shoes, by which they 
diſtinguiſh themſelves. It is alledged 
indeed, that the high Heels are moſt 
agreeable to our ancient Conſtitu- 
tion: But however this be, his Ma- 
jeſty hath determined to make uſe of 


| only low Heels in the Adminiſtration 


of the Government, and all Offices in 
the Gift of the Crown, as you can- 
not but obſerye; and particularly, 
that his Majeſty's Imperial Heels are 
are lower at leaſt by a Drurr than 
any of his Court ; (Drurr is a Meaſure 
about the fourteenth Part of an Inch.)

It began upon 
the following Occaſion: It is allow-

Embargo laid by our Emperor upon 
all Veſſels whatloeyer. I communi- 
cated to his Màjeſty a Project I had 
formed of ſeizing the Enemy's whole 
Fleet: Which, as our Scouts aſſured 
us, lay at Anchor in the Harbour rea- 


dy to fail with the firſt fair Wind. I 


conſulted the moſt experienced Sea- 
men, upon the Depth of che Channel, 
which they had often plummed, who 
told me, that in the middle, at High- 
water, it was ſeventy Glampluffs deep. 
which is about ſix Foot of European 
Meaſure ; and the reſt of it fifty Glum- 
gluffs at moſt. - I walked towards the 
North-Eaſt Coaſt - over againſt Bl:- 
fuſcu; and lying down behind a Hil- 
lock, took out my ſmall Pocket-Per- 
ſpective-Glaſs, and viewed the Ene- 
my's Fleet at Anchor, conſiſting of 
about fifty Men of War, and a great 
Number of. Tranſports I then came 


back 
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back tO my Houle, and gave Order 


(for which I. had a Warrant) for a 


great Quantity of the ſtrongeſt Cable 
and Bars of Iron. The Cable was about 
as thick as Packthread, and-the Bars 


of the Length and Size of a Kanitting- 


needle. I trebled the Cable to make it 
ſtronger, and for the ſame Reaſon, I 


| twiſted. three of the Iron-Bars toge- 


ther, binding the Extremities into a 


Hook, Havang thus fixed fifty Hooks 
to as many Cables, I went back to the 
North-Ealt Coaſt, and putting off my 


Coat, Shoes, and Stockins, walked 
into the Sea in my leathern Jerkin, 


about an Hour before High-water.. . 
waded with what Haſte I could, and 
ſwam in the middle about thirty Yards 


till I felt. Ground,; I arrived to che 
Fleet in leſs than half an Hour. The 
Enemy was ſo frighted when they ſaw 


me, that they leaped out of their Ships, 


and ſwam to ſhore, where there.could 
not be fewer. - than thirty thouſand 
Souls. I then took my Tackling, and 


laſtening a. Hook to the Hole at the 


Prow of each, I. tied all the Cords 
together at the End. While I was. thus, 
employed, the Enemy , diſcharged. ſe- 
veral thouſand Arrows, many of which 


tuck in my Hands and Face; and, 
beſides the exceſſive Smart, gave me 
much. 
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much Diſturbance in my Work. My 
greateſt Apprehenſion was for mine 
Eyes, which I ſhould have infallibly 
loft, if I had not ſuddenly thought 

of an Expedient. I kept among other 
little Neceſſaries a pair of Spectacles 
in a — — Pocket, which, as I ob. 
ſerved before, had eſcaped the Em- 
peror's Searchers. Theſe I took out 
and faſtened as ſtrongly as I could 


upon m uy Noſe, and thus armed went 
— bol 1 my Work in ſpight 
of the Enemy's Arrows, many of 


which ſtruck aint the Glaſſes of 
Elec, pectacles, but without any other 
&, further than a little to dif 

e them. Thad now faſtened all 

— ooks, and taking the Knot in 
my Hand, began to pull; but not a 
Ship would Mr, for they were all too 
faſt held by their Anchors, fo that 
the bold Part of m Enterprize re- 
mained. I therefore let go the Cord, 
and leaving the Hooks fixed to the 
Ships, I reſolutely cut with my Knite 
the Cables that faſtened the Anchors, 
receiving above two hundred Shots 
in my Face and Hands; then I took 
up the knotted End-of the Cables to 


— my Hooks were tied, and with 
great 
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great Eaſe drew fifty of the Enemy's 
argeſt Men] of War after me. 

T x E Blefuſcudians, who had not the 
leaſt Imagination of what I intend- 
ed, were at firſt confounded with 


Aſtoniſnment. They had ſeen me cut 


the Cables, and thought my Deſign 
was only to let the Ships run a-driitt, 
or fall foul on each other: but when 
they perceived the whole Fleet mov- 
ing in Order, and ſaw me pulling 
at the End, they ſet up ſuch a Scream 
of Grief and Deſpair, that it is al- 
moſt impoſſible to deſcribe or conceive. 
hen I had got out of Danger, L 
topt a while to pick out the Arrows 
that ſtuck in my Hands and Face; 
and rubbed on ſome of the ſame Oint- 
ment that was given me at my firſt 
Arrival, as I have formerly mention- 
ed. I then took off my Spectacles, 
and waiting about an Hour till the 
Tide was a little fallen, I waded 
through the middle with my Cargo, 
and arrived ſafe at the Royal Port 
of Lilliput, * 1. ä 
TRE Emperor and his whole Court 
ſtood on the Shore expecting the Iſſue 
of this great Adventure. They ſaw 
the Ships move forward in a large 
Half- Moon, but could not diſcern 
ne, who was up to my Breaſt in 

| . Water. 
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Water. When I advanced to the 
middle of the Channel, they were 
yet in more Pain, becauſe I was un. 
der Water to my Neck. The Em 
peror concluded me to be drowned, 
and that the Enemy's Fleet was ap- 

roaching in a hoſtile Manner: But 
— was ſoon eaſed of his Fears, for 
the Channel growing ſhallower every 
ftep I made, — in a ſhort time 
within hearing, and holding up the 
End of the Cable by which the Fleet 
was faſtened, I cried in a loud Voice, 
Long live the moſt pulſſant Emperor f 
Lilliput ! This great Prince received 
me at my Landing with all poſſible 
Encomiums, and created me a Narda 
upon the Spot, which is the highelt 
Title of Honour ameng them 
HIS Majeſty defired I would take 
ſome other Opportunity of bringing 
all the reſt of his Enemy's Ships into 
his Ports. And ſo unmeafurable 18 
the Ambition of Princes, that he ſeem- 
ed to think of nothing leſs than 
reducing the whole Empire of Blefuſc 
into a Province, and governing 1t 
by a Vice-Roy; of deſtroying the 
Big-Endian Exiles; and compelling that 
People to break the ſmaller End of 
their Eggs, by which he would remain 


the ſole Monarch of the whole World. 
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his Deſign, by many Arguments drawn 
from the Topicks' of Policy as well 
as Juſtice : And I plainly proteſted, 
that I would never be an Inſtrument. 
of bringing a free and brave People 
into Slavery. And when the Matter 


was debated in Council, the wiſeſt 


Part of the Miniſtry were of my Opi- 
nion. | 


mine was ſo oppoſite to the Sehemes 
and Politicks of his Imperial Majeſty, 
that he could never forgive it; he 
mentioned it in a very artful Manner 


at Council, where I was told thag;/ _ 
ſome of the wiſeft appeared, at lealt,” 


by their Silence, to be of my Opini- 


on; but others, who were my ſecret 


Enemies, could not forbear ſome Ex- 
preſſions, which by a ſide-wind re- 
flected on me. And from this time 
began an Intrigue between his Ma- 


jeſty, and a Junto of Miniſters mali- 


ciouſly bent againſt me, which broke 
out in lefs than two Months, and had 
like to have ended in my utter De- 
ſtruction. Of ſo little Weight are the 
reateſt Services to Princes, when put 
into the Ballance with a Refuſal to 
gratify their Paſſions. 3 
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But I endeavour'd to divert him from 


TRHIS open bold Declaration of 


Azour 
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ABovuT three Weeks after this Ex. 
loic, there arrived a ſolemn Embaſſ 
8 Blefuſcu, with humble Offers of 
a Peace; which was ſoon concluded 
upon Conditions very, advantageous 
to our Emperor, wherewith 1 ſhall 
not trouble the Reader. There were 
ſix Ambaſſadors, with a Train of a- 
bout five hundred Perſons, and their 
Entry was very magnificent, ſuitable 
to the Grandeur of their Maſter, and 
the Importance of their Buſineſs. When 
their Treaty was finiſhed, wherein J 
did them ſeveral good Offices by the 
Credit I now had, or at leaſt appear- 
ed to have at Court, their Excel- 
lencies, who were privately told how 
much I had been their Friend, made 
me a Viſit in Form. They began 
with many Compliments upon my 
Valour and Generoſity, invited me 
to that Kingdom in the Emperor their 
Maſter's Name, and deſired me to ſhew 
them ſome Proofs of my prodigious 
Strength, of which they had heard fo 
many Wonders; wherein I readily 
obliged them, but ſhall not trouble 
the Reader with the Particulars. 
WHEN I had for ſome time en- 
tertained their Excellencies to their 
infinite Satisfaction and Surprize, I 
deſired they would do me the Ho- 


Nour: 
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nour to preſent my moſt humble Re- 
ſpets to the Emperor their Maſter, 
the Renown of whoſe Virtues had 
ſo juſtly filled the whole World with 
Admiration, and whoſe Royal Perſon 
] reſolved to attend before I return- 
ed to my own Country : accordingly, 
the next time I had the Honour to 

ſee our Emperor, I deſired his gene- 
ral Licence to wait on the * 
dian Monarch, which he was pleas' d 
to grant me, as I could plainly per- 
cave, in a very cold Manner; but 
could not gueſs the Reaſon, till 1 
had a Whiſper from a certain Per- 
ſon, that Himnap and Bolgolam had 
repreſented my Intercourſe with thoſe. 
Ambaſſadors as a Mark of Diſaffec- 
tion, from which I am ſure my Heart 
was wholly free, And this was the 
firſt time I began to conceive ſome, 
TY Idea of Courts and Mini- 
ſters. 4 

Ir is to be obſerved, that theſe 


Ambaſſadors ſpoke to me by an In- 


terpreter, the Languages of both Em- 
pires differing as much from each o- 
ther as any two in Europe, and each 
Nation priding itſelf upon the Anti- 
quity, Beauty, and Energy of their 
own Tongues, with an avowed Con- 
tempt for that of their Neighbour ;

yet our Emperor ſtanding upon the 
Advantage he had got by the Seiſure 
of their Fleet, obliged them to deli- 
ver their Credentials, and make their 
Speech in the Lilliputian Tongue. And 
it muſt be confeffed, that from the 
great Intercourſe of Trade and Com- 
merce between both Realms, from 
the continual Reception of Exiles, 
which is mutual among them, and 
from the Cuſtom in each Empire to 
ſend their young Nobility and richer 
Gentry to the Other, in order to po- 
liſn themſelves by ſeeing the World, 
and underſtanding Men and Man- 
ners; there are few Perſons of Di- 
ſtinction, or Merchants, or Seamen, 
who dwell in the maritime Parts, but 
what can hold Converſation in both 
Tongues; as I found ſome Weeks at- 
ter, when I went to pay my Reſpects 
to the Emperor of Blefuſcu, which 
in the midſt of Great Misfortunes, 
through the Malice of my Enemies, 
proved a very happy Adventure te 
me, as I ſhall relate in its proper 
Place. Wo: 
THE Reader may remember., that 
when I ſigned thole Articles upon 
which I recovered my Liberty, there 
were ſome which I difliked upon Ac- 
count of their being too ſervile, 17 
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ther could any thing but an extreme 
neceſſity have forced me to ſubmit. 
But being now a Nardac of the high- 
eſt Rank in that Empire, ſuch Offi- 
ces were looked upon as below my 
Dignity, and the Emperor (to do him 
Juſtice) never once mentioned them 


| to me. However, it was not long 


before I had an Opportunity of do- 
ing his Majeſty, at leaſt, as I then 
thought, a moſt ſignal Service. I was 
alarmed at Midnight with the Cries 
of many hundred People at my Door; 
by which being ſuddenly awaked, L 
was in ſome kind of Terror. I heard 
the word Burglum repeated inceſſant- 
ly: Several of the Emperor's Court, 
making their way through the Croud, 
intreated me to come immediately to 
the Palace, where her Imperial Ma- 
jeſty's Apartment was on fire, by 
the Careleſneſs of a Maid of Honour 
who fell aſleep while ſhe was read- 
ing a Romance. I got up in an In- 
ſtant; and Orders being given to 
clear the way before me, and it be- 
ing likewiſe a Moon-ſhine Night, I 
made a ſhiſt to get to the Palace, 
without trampling on any of the Peo- 
ple. I found they had already ap- 
plied Ladders to the Walls of the ap- 
partment, and were well provided 
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with Buckets, but the Water was at 
ſome diſtance. Theſe Buckets were 
about the ſize of a large Thimble, and 
the poor People ſupplied me with them 
as faſt as they could ; but the Flame 
was ſo violent that they did little 


good. I might eaſily have ſtifled it 
with my Coat, which I unfortunate- 
ly left behind me for hafte, and came 


away only in my leathern Jerkin, 
The Caſe ſeemed wholly deſperate 
and deplorable, and this magnificent 
Palace would have infallibly been 
burnt down to the Ground, if, by a 
Preſence of Mind, unuſual to me, I 
had not ſuddenly thought of an Ex- 
pedient. I had the Evening before 
drank plentifully of a moſt delicious 
Wine, called Glimigrim, (the Blefuſcus 
Aians call it Hunee, but ours is eſteemed 
the better fort) which is very diure- 
tick. By the luckieſt Chance in the 
World I had not diſcharged myſelf of 
any part of it. The Heat I had con- 
trated by coming very near the 
Flames, and by my labouring to 


quench them, -made the Wine begin 
to operate 6 Urine ; which I voided 


in ſuch a Quantity, and applied ſo 


well to the proper Places, that in 
three Minutes the Fire was wholly ex- 
tinguiſhed, and the reſt of that 
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pile, which had coſt ſo many Ages 
in erecting, preſerved from Deſtruo- 

IT was now Daylight, and I re- 
turned to my Houſe, without wait- 
ing to congratulate with the Em- 
peror; becauſe, although I had done 


a very eminent piece of Service, yet 


I could not tell how his Majeſty might 
reſent the Manner by which I had 
performed it: For, by the fundamen- 
tal Laws of the Realm, it is Capital 
in any Perſon, of what Quality ſo—-— 
ever, to make Water within the Pre- 
cincts of the Palace. But I was a 
little comforted by a Meſſage from 
his Majeſty, that he would give Or- 
ders to the grand Juſticiary for paſ- 
ſing my Pardon in Form; which, how- 
ever, I could not obtain. And I was 
privately aſſured, the Empreſs, con- 
ceiring the ' greateſt Abhorrence of 
what I had done, removed to the 
moſt diſtant Side of the Court, firmly 
reſolyed that thoſe Buildings ſhould ne- 
ver be repaired for her Uſe; and, in 
the Preſence of her chief Confidents, 
could not forbear vowing Revenge.

LTH O' I intend to leave the 
Fl Deſcription of this Empire 
to a particular Treatiſe, yet, 
| in the mean time, I am con- 
tent to gratify the curious Reader 
with ſome general Ideas. As the com- 
mon Size of the Natives is ſomewhat 
under ſix Inches high, ſo there is an 
exact Proportion in all other Animals, 

as well as Plants and Trees: For In- 
ſtance, the talleſt Horſes and Oxen 
are between four and five Inches in 
height, the Sheep an Inch and a half, 
more or leſs; their Geeſe about the 
bigneſs of a Sparrow, and ſo the ſe- 
ſeveral gradations downwards, till you 
come to the ſmalleſt, which to my 
Sight were almoſt inviſible; but Na- 

ture hath adapted the Eyes of the 
Lilliputians to all Objects proper 5 
their 
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their View : They ſee with great ex- 


actneſs but at no great diſtance. And 


to ſhew the ſharpneſs of their Sight 
towards Objects that are near, I have 
been much pleaſed obſerving a Cook 
pulling a Lark, which was not fo 
large as a common Fly; -and a young 
Girl threading an inviſible Needle 
with inviſible Silk. Their talleſt Trecs 
are about ſeven Foot high : I mean 
ſome of thoſe in the great Royal 
Park, the tops whereof I could bur 
juſt reach with my Fiſt clinched. The 
other Vegetables are in the ſame pro- 
portion; but this I leave to the Read- 


er's Imagination, 


TIsnaLL ſay but little at preſent ot 


their Learning: which for many Ages 


hath flouriſhed in all its Branches a- 
mong them : But their Manner of 
writing is very peculiar, - being nei- 
ther from the left to the right, like 
the Europeans ; nor from the right to 
the left, like the Arabians; nor from 
down to up, like the Caſcagians; but 
aſlant from one Corner of the Paper 
to the other, like Ladies in England. 

TH EX bury their Dead with their 


Heads directly downwards, becauſe 


they hold an Opinion, That in eleven 
thouſand Moons they are all to riſe 
again, in which Period the Earth 
| E 3 (hich 
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(which they conceive to be flat) will 
turn upſide-down, and by this means 
they ſhall, at their Reſurredtion, be 
found ready ſtand ing on their Feet. 
The Learned among them confeſs the 
Abſurdity of this Doctrine, but the 
Practice ſtill continues, in compliance 
to the Vulgar. ; 
TER are ſome Laws and Cuſtoms 


in this Empire very peculiar; and if 


they were not ſo directly contrary 
to thoſe of my own dear Country, I 
ſhould be tempted to ſay a little in 
their Juſtification, It is only to be 
wiſhed, they were as well executed, 
The firſt I ſhall mention, relates to 
Informers, All Crimes againſt the 


State are puniſhed here with the ut- 


moſt Severity; but if the Perſon. ac- 


cuſed maketh his Innocence plainly to 


appear upon his Trial, the Accuſer 
is immediately put to an ignominions 
Death; and out of his Goods or Lands, 
the innocent Perſon is quadruply re- 


compenſed for the Loſs of his Time, 


for the Danger he underwent, for 
the Hardſhip of his Impriſonment, 
and for all the Charges he hath been 


at in making his Defence. Or, if 
that Fund be deficient, it is largely 
ſupplied by the Crown. The Emperor 


does alſo confer on him ſome publick 
Z 3 Mark 
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Mark of his Favour, and Proclama- 
tion is made of his Innocence through 
the whole City. Ps 
TEX look upon Fraud as a 
reater Crime than Theft, and there- 
a ſeldom fail to puniſh it with 
Death; tor they alledge, that care 
and vigilance, with a very common 
Underſtanding, may preſerve a Man's 
Goods from Thieves, but Honeſty has 
no Fence againſt ſuperior Cunning : 
and ſince it is neceſſary that there 
ſhould be a perpetual Intercourſe of 
buying and ſelling, and dealing upon 
Credit, where Fraud 1s permitted or 
connived at, or hath no Law to pu- 
niſh it, the honeſt Dealer is always 
undone, and the Knave gets the Ad- 
vantage, I remember when I was 
once interceding with the King for a 
Criminal, who had wronged his Ma- 
ſter of a great Sum of Money, which 
he had received by Order, and ran 
away with ; and happening to tell his 
Majeſty, by way of Extenuation, that 
it was only a Breach of Truſt ; the 
Emperor thought it monſtrous in me 
to offer, as a Defence, the greateſt 
Aggravation of the Crime : And tru- 
Iy I had little to ſay in return, farther 
than the common Anſwer, that diffe- 
| KR 4 rent 
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rent Nations had different Cuſtoms; 
for, I confeſs, I was heartily aſhamed. 
ALTHOUGH We uſually call Reward 
and Puniſhment the two Hinges upon 
which all Government turns, yet I 
could never obſerve this Maxim to be 
put in practice by any Nation except 
that of Lilliput. Whoever can there 
bring ſufficient Proof that he hath 
ſtrictly obſerved the Laws of his Coun- 
try, for ſeyenty-three Moons, had a 
Claim to certain Privileges, accord- 
ing to his Quality and Condition of 
Lite, with a proportionable Sum of 
Money out of a Fund appropriated 
for that Uſe : He likewiſe acquires the 
Title of Suilpall, or Legal, which is ad- 
ded to his Name, but does not de- 
ſcend to his Poſterity. And theſe 
People thought it a prodigious Defect 
of Policy among us, when I told them 
that our Laws were enforced only by 
Penalties, without any mention of Re- 
ward. It is upon this Account that 
the Image of Juſtice, in their Courts 
of Judicature, is formed with ſix Eyes, 
two before, as many behind, and on 
each ſide one, to ſignify Circumſpec- 
tion; with a Bag of Gold open in her 
Right Hand, and a Sword ſheathed in 
her Left, to ſhew ſhe is more diſpoſed 
to reward than to puniſh, .

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I chuſing Perſons for all Employ- 


ments, they have more Regard to 


od Morals than to great Abilities; 
for, ſince Government is neceſſary to 
Mankind, they believe that the com- 
mon Size of human Underſtandings is 
fitted to ſome Station or other, and 
that Providence never intended to 
make the Management of publick Af- 
fairs a Myſtery, to be comprehended 
only by a few Perſons of ſublime Ge- 


nius, of which there ſeldom are three 


born in an Age: But they ſuppoſe 
Truth, Juſtice, Temperance, and the 
like, to be in every Man's Power, the 
Practice of which Virtues, aſſiſted by 
Experience and a good Intention, 
would qualify any Man for the Ser- 
yice of his Country, except where a 
courſe of Study is required, But they 
thought the want of moral Virtues was 
{o tar from being ſupplied by ſuperior 
Endowments of the Mind, that Em- 
ployments could never be put into 
ſuch dangerous Hands as thoſe of 


Perſons fo qualified; and at leaſt, that 


the Miſtakes, committed by Ignorance 
in a virtuous Diſpoſition, would ne- 


ver be of ſuch fatal Conſequence to 


the Publick Weal, as the Practices of 

a Man whoſe Inclinations led him to 

be corrupt, and had great Abilities to 
| +> lf manag 
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manage and multiply, and defend his 
Corruptions, | BE; 
In like manner, the Disbelief of a 
Divine Providence renders a Man un- 
capable of holding any publick Sta- 
tion; For ſince Kings avow them- 
felves to be the Deputies of Provi- 
dence, the Lilliputians think nothing 
can be more abſurd than for a Prince 
to employ ſuch Men as diſown the 
Authority under which he acts. 
In relating theſe and the follow- 
ing Laws, I would only be underſtood. 
to mean the original Inſtitutions, and 
not the moft ſcandalous Corruptions 
into which theſe People are fallen 
by the degenerate Nature of Man. 
For as to that infamous Practice of 
acquiring great Employments by danc- 
ing on the Repes, or Badges of Fa- 
vour and Diſtinction by lea ping over 
Sticks, and creeping under them, 
the Reader is to obſerve, that they 
were firſt introduced by the Grand- 
father of the Emperor now reigning, 
and grew to the preſent height, by 
the gradual increaſe of Party and 
Faction. n 
INGRATITUDE is among them 2 
capital Crime, as we read it to have 
been in fome other Countries; for 
they reaſon thus, that whoever W 
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ill returns to his Benefactor, muſt 
needs be a common Enemy to the 
reſt of Mankind, from whom he hath 


received no Obligation, and therefore 


ſuch a Man is not fit to live. | 
THEIR Notions relating to the 


Duties of Parents and Children dif- 


fer extremely from ours. For, ſince 
the Con junction of Male and Female 
is founded upon the great Law of Na- 


ture, in order to propagate and con- 


tinue the Species, the Lilliputians will 


needs have it, that Men and Wo- 


men are joined together like other 


Animals, by the Motives of Concu- 


piſcence; and that their Tenderneſs 
towards their Young proceeds from 


the like natural Principle: For which 


Reaſon they will never allow, that a 
Child is under any Obligation to his 
Father for begetting him, or his Me- 
ther for bringing him into the World, 


which, conſidering the miſeries of hu- 
man Life, was neither a Benefit in 


itſelf, or intended ſo by his Parents, 


whoſe thoughts in their Love-Encoun- 


ters were otherwiſe employed. Up- 
on theſe, and the like Reafonings, 


their Opinion is, that Parents are 
the laſt of all others to be truſted 
Vith the Education of their own Chil- 


dren; And therefore they have in e- 
; very 
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very Town publick Nurſeries, where 
all Parents, except Cottagers and La- 
bourers, are obliged to ſend their In- 
fants of both Sexes to be reared and 
educated when they come to the 
Age of twenty Moons, at which time 
they are ſuppoſed to have ſome Ru- 
diments of Docility. Theſe Schools 
are of ſeveral kinds, ſuited to different 
Qualities, and to both Sexes. The 
have certain Profeſſors well skilled in 
in preparing Children for ſuch a 
Condition of Life as befits the rank 
of their Parents, and their own Ca- 
acities as well as Inclinations. I 
all firſt ſay ſomething of the male 
Nurſeries, and then of the Female. 
Tre Nurſeries for Males of noble 
or eminent Birth, are provided with 
rave and learned Profeſſors, and their 
— Deputies. The Clothes and 
Food of the Children are plain and 
ſimple, They are bred up in the 
Principles of Honour, Juſtice, Cou- 
rage, Modeſty, Clemency, Religion 
and Love of their Country; they arc 
always employed in ſome Buſineſs, 
except in the times of eating and 
fleeping, which are very ſhore, and 
two Hours for Diverſions, conſiſting 
of bodily Exerciſes. They are dreſſed 
by Men till four Years of Age, 54 
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then are obliged to dreſs themſelves, 


although their quality be ever ſo great; 
and the Women attendants, who are 
aged proportionably to ours at fifty 
perform only the moſt menial Offices. 


They are never ſuffered to converſe 


with Servants but go together in ſmall 
or greater numbers to take their Diver- 
fions, and always in the Preſence of 
a Profeſſor, or one of his Deputies ; 
— they avoid thoſe early bad 
Impreſſions of Folly and Vice to 
which our Children are ſubject. Their 
parents are ſuffered to ſee them on- 
ly twice a Wear ; the Viſit is to laſt 
but an hour. They are allowed to 


kiſs the Child at meeting and parting ; 


but a Profeſſor, who always ſtands by 
on thoſe Occaſions, will not ſuffer 
them to whiſper, or uſe any fondling 
Expreſſions, or bring any Preſents of 
Toys, Sweet-meats, and the like, 

TE x Penſion from each Family for 
the Education and Entertainment of a 
Child, upon Failure of due Payment, 
is levied by the Emperor's Officers. 

TRE Nurſeries for Children of or- 
dinary Gentlemen, Merchants, Traders, 


and Handicrafts, are managed pro- 


portionably after the ſame Manner; 
only thoſe deſigned for Trades; are 


put out Apprentices at eleyen Years 


eld, 


enn | 
old, whereas thoſe of Perſons of Qua- 
lity continue in their Nutſeries till 
fifteen, which anſwers to one and 
twenty with us: But the Confine- 
ment is gradually leſſened for the laſt 
three Years, _ 
IN the female Nurſeries, the young 
Garls of Quality are educated much 
like the Males, only they are dreſ- 
ſed by orderly Servants of their own 
Sex ; but always in the Preſence of 
a Profeſſor or Deputy, tillthey come to 
dreſs themſelves, which 1s at five Years 
old. And if it be found that theſe 
Nurſes ever preſume ® entertain the 
Girls with frightful or fooliſh Sto- 
ries, or the common Follies praRif- 
ed by Chamber-Maids among us, 


they are publickly whipped thrice a- 


bout the City, impriſoned for a Year, 
and baniſhed for Life to the moſt de- 
. ſolace Part of the Country. Thus the 
young Ladies there are as much a- 
- ſhamed of being Cowards and Fools, 
as the Men, and deſpiſe all perſonal 
Ornaments beyond Decency and 
Cleanlineſs: Neither did 1 perceive 
any Difference in their Education, 
made by their Difference of Sex, on- 
ly that the Exerciſes of the Females 
were not altogether ſo robuſt; and 
that ſome Rules were given them re- 
| : 1 lating 
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lating to domeſtick Life, and a ſmaller 
Compaſs of Learning was enjoined 
them: For the Maxim is, that among 
People of Quality, a Wife ſhould be 
always a reaſonable and agreeable 
Companion, becauſe ſhe cannot al- 
ways be young, When the Girls are 
twelve Years old, which among them 
is the marriageable Age, their Parents 
or Guardians take them home, with 
great Expreſſions of Gratitude to the 
Profeſſors, and feldom without Tears 
of the young Lady and her Compa- 
mon 5 2 
IN the Nurſeries of Females of the 
meaner Sort, the Children are inſtruct- 
ed 1n all Kinds of Works proper for 
their Sex, and their ſeveral Degrees: 
Thoſe intended for Apprentices, are 
dilmiſs'd at nine Years old, the reſt 
are kept to thirteen. _ 0- 26866 

THE meaner Families, who have 


Children at theſe Nurſeries, are ob- 
liged, beſides their annual Penſion, 
which is as low as poſſible, to return 
to the Steward of the Nurſery a ſmall 


monthly ſhare of their Gettings,to be a 


Portion for the Child; and therefore all 


Parents are limited in their Expences 


by the Law, For the Lilliputians think 


nothing can be more unjuſt, than for 
People in ſubſervience to their own 
fo Appetites, 
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Appetites, to bring Children into 
the World, and leave the Burthen 
of ſupporting them on the Publick, 
As to Perſons of Quality, they give 
Security to appropriate a certain Sum 
for each Child, ſuitable to their Con- 
dition; and theſe Funds are always 
managed with good Husbandry and 
the moſt exact Juſtice, e 
TRE Cottagers and Labourers keep 
their Children at Home, their Buſineſs 
being only to till and cultivate the 
Earth, and therefore their Education 
is of little Conſequence to the Publick ; 
but the Old and Difeaſed among them 
are ſupported by Hoſpitals : for Beg- 
ging is a Trade unknown in this King- 
dom. | 
AN p here it may perhaps divert 
the curious Reader, to give ſome Ac- 
count of my Domeſtick, and my Man- 
ner of Living in this Country, during 
a Reſidence of nine Months and thir- 
teen Days. Having a Head mecha- 
nically turned, and being likewiſe 
forced by Neceſſity, I had made for 
myſelf a Table and Chair convenient 
enough, out of the largeſt Trees in 
the Royal Park. Two hundred Semp- 


ſtreſſes were employed to make me

they could get; which, however, they 
were forced to quilt together in ſe- 
yeral Folds, for the thickeſt was ſome 
degrees finer than Lawn.

The Sem 
ſtreſſes took my Meaſure as I lay on 
the Ground, one ſtanding at my Neck, 
and another at my Mid-leg, with a 
ſtrong Cord extended, that each held 
by the End, while the third meaſur- 
ed the Length of the Cord with a 
Rule of an Inch long.

meaſured my right Thumb, and deſir- 


ed no more; for by a mathematical 
Computation, that twice round the

fore them for a Pattern, they fitted 
me exactly. Three hundred Taylors 
were employed in the ſame Manner. 
to make me Clothes; but they had 
another Contrivance for taking my 
Meaſure. I kneeled down, and the 
raiſed a Ladder from the Ground to 
my Neck; upon this Ladder one of 
them mounted, and let fall a Plum 
Line from my Collar to the Floor, 
which juſt anſwered the Length of my 
Coat ; but my Waſte and Arms I mea- 
| _ ſured 
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ſured myſelf. When my Clothes were 
finiſhed, which was done in my Houſe, 
(for the largeſt of theirs would not 
be able to hold them) they looked 
like the Patch-Work made by the 


Ladies in re only that mine were 
all of a Colour. 5 


I had three hundred Cooks to drelz 
my Victuals, in little convenient Huts 
built about my Houſe, where they and 
their Families lived, and prepared me 
two Diſhes a-piece. I took up twenty 
Waiters in my Hand, and placed them 
on the Table, an hundred more at- 
tended below on the Ground, ſome 
with Diſhes of Meat, and ſome with 
Barrels of- Wine, and other Liquors, 
flung on their Shoulders; all which 
the Waiters above drew up as I want- 


ed, in a very ingenious Manner, by 


certain Cords, as we draw the Bucket 
up a Well in Europe. A Diſh of ther 
Meat was a good Mouthful, and : 
Barrel of their Liquor a reaſonable 
Draught. Their Mutton yields to 
. +, / ours, but their Beef is excellent. | 
have had a Sirloin fo large, that ! 
have been forced to make three Bits 
of it; but this is rare. My Servants 
were aſtoniſhed to fee me eat it Bones 
and all, as in our Country we do the 
Leg of a Lark. Their Geeſe and 

| * Turkeys 
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Turkeys I uſually eat at a Mouthfal, 


and I muſt confeſs they far exceed 
ours. Of their ſmaller Fowl I could 
take up twenty or thirty at the End 
of my Knife.  » 

Oxe Day his Imperial Majeſty, being 
informed of my Way of living, deſir- 
ed that himſelf and his Royal Con- 
ſort, with the young Princes of the. 
Blood of both Sexes, might have the 
Happineſs (as he was pleaſed to call 
it) of dining with me. They came 
accordingly, and I placed em upon 
Chairs of State on my Table, juſt 
over-againſt me, with their Guards 
about them. Fimnap the Lord High 
Treaſurer attended there likewiſe, with 
his white Staff; and F obſerved he 
often looked on me with a ſour 
Countenance, which I would not ſeem 
to regard, but eat more than uſual, 
in honour to my dear Country, as 
well as to fill the Court with Admi- 
ration. I have ſome private Reaſons 
— wo that this Viſit from his 
Majeſty gave Hlimnap an Opportunit 
of Cohan ul Offices to his Maſter. 
That Miniſter had always been my 
ſecret Enemy, though he outwardly 
careſſed me more than was uſual to 
the Moroſeneſs of his Nature. He 


repreſented to the Emperor the low

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Condition of his Treaſury ; that he 
was forced to take up Money at great 
Diſcount ; that Exchequer Bills would 
not circulate under nine per Cent. be- 
low Par; that in ſhort I had cot

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but this was common to many other 
Ladies of the Court, And I ſtill ap- 
peal to my Servants round, whether 
chey at any time ſaw a Coach at my 
Door, without knowing what Perſons 
were in it. On thoſe Occaſions, 
when a Servant had given me No- 
tice, my Cuſtom was, to go imme- 
diately to the Door: and, after pay- 
ing my Reſpects, to take up the 
Coach and two Horfes very careful- 
ly in pay Hands, (for if there were 
ix Horſes, the Poſtillion always un- 
harneſſed four) and place them on a 
Table, where I had fixed a moveable 
Rim quite round, of five Inches high, 
to prevent Accidents. And I have 
often had four Coaches and Horſes 
at once on my Table full of Com- 
pany, while I ſate in my Chair, lean- 
ing my Face towards them; and 
when I was engaged with one Sett, 
the Coachmen would gently drive 
the others round my Table.

Ir was a Cuſtom introduced by this 
Prince and his Miniſtry, (very dif- 
ferent, as I have been been aſſured, 
from the Practices of former Times) 
that after the Court had decreed any 
cruel Execution, either to gratify the 
Monarch's Reſentment, or the Ma- 
lice of a Favourite, the Emperor made 
a Speech to his whole Council, ex- 
preſſing his great Lenity and Tender- 
neſs, as Qualities known and confeſſed 


by all the World. This Speech was im- 
mediately publiſhed through the King- 


dom; nor did any thing terrify the 
People ſo much as thoſe Encomiums 
on his Majeſty's Mercy; becauſe it 
was obſerved, that the more theſe 
Praiſes were enlarged and inſiſted on, 
the more inhuman was the Puniſh- 
ment, and the Sufferer more inno- 
cent. And as to myſelf, IJ muſt con- 
feſs, having never been deſigned for 
a Courtier either by my Birth or 
Education, I was ſo ill a Judge of 
Things, that I could not diſcover the 
Lenity and Favour of this Sentence, 
bur conceived it (perhaps errone- 
ouſly) rather to be rigorous than 
gentle. 1 ſometimes thought of ſtand-

But having in my Life peruſed many

Majeſty's Licence to pay my Atten- 
dance upon the Emperor of Blefuſcy, 
I took this opportunity, before the

em in my Hands till I came 
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Gate, and deſired them to ſignify my 
Arrival to one of the Secretaries, and 
let him know, I there waited his Ma- 
jeſty's Command. I had an Anſwer 
in about an Hour, that his Majeſty, 
attended by the 1 Family, and 
great Officers of the Court, was 
coming out to receive me. I advanced 
2 hundred Yards. The Emperor, and

in any Frighc or Concern. I lay on 
the Ground to kiſs his Majeſty's and. 
the Empreſs's Hand. I told his Ma- 
jeſty that I was come according to 
my promiſe, and with the Licence 
of the Emperor my Maſter, to have 
the Honour of ſeeing ſo mighty a 
Monarch, and to offer him any Ser- 
vice in my Power, conſiſtent with 
my Duty to my own Prince; not 
mentioning a word of my Diſgrace, 
becauſe I had hitherto no regular In- 
tormation of it, and might ſuppoſe. 
myſelf . wholly ignorant of any ſuch. 
Deſign ; neither could I reaſonably 
conecive that .the Emperor would 
diſcover the Secret while I was out 
of his Power: wherein, however, it 
ſoon appeared I was deceived. -

THREE Days after my Arri- 
WEN val, walking out of Curioſity 
to the North-Eaſt Coaſt of 


led off my Shoes and Stockings, and 
wading two .or three hundred Yards. 
I found the object to approach nearer 
by force of the Tide; and then plain- 
ly ſaw it to be a real Boat, which I 


ſuppoſed might, by Tome Tempeſt, 
have been driven from a Ship: where- 


upon I returned immediately towards 


the City, and deſired his Imperial 
Majeſty to lend me twenty of NE 
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talleſt Veſſels he had left after the 
loſs of his Fleet, and three thouſand 
Seamen under the Command of the 
Vice-Admiral. This Fleet failed 
round, while I went back the ſhort- 
eſt Way to the Coaſt where I firſt 
diſcovered the Boat; I found the Tide 
had driven it ſtill nearer. The Sea- 
men were all provided with Cordage, 
which I had before hand twiſted to 
a ſufficient ſtrength. When the Ships 
came up, I ſtript myſelf, and waded 
till I came within an hundred Years 
of the Boat, after which TI was forced 
to ſwim till I got up to it. The 
Seamen threw me the End of the 
Cord, which I faſtened to a Hole 
in the fore-part of the Boat, and 
the other End to a Man of War: But 
I found all my Labour to little pur- 
poſe ; for being out of my depth, I 
was not able to work, In this Ne- 
ceſſity, I was forced to ſwim behind, 
and.puſh the Boat forwards as often 
as I could, with one of my Hands: 
and the Tide favouring me, I ad- 
vanced ſo far, that I could juſt hold 
up my Chin and feel the Ground. 
I reſted two or three Minutes, and 
then gave the Boat another Shove, 
and fo on till the Sea was no higher 
than my Arm-pits ; and now _ 
| ; mo 
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moſt laborious Part being over, I 
took out out my other Cables, which 
were ſtowed in one of the Ships, 
and faſtening them firſt to the Boat, 
and then to nine of the Veſſels which 
attended me; the Wind being favou- 
Table the Sea-Men towed, and 1 
ſhoved till we arrived within forty 
Yards of the Shore, and waiting till 
the Tide was out, I got dry to the 


Boat, and by the Aſſiſtance of two 


thouſand Men, with Ropes and En- 
ines, I made a ſhift to turn it on 
its Bottom, and. found it was but 
little damaged. 

I ſhall not trouble the Reader with 
the Difficulties I was under by the 
help of certain Paddles, which coſt 
me ten Days making, to get my Boat 
to the Royal Port of Blefuſcu, where a 
mighty concourſe of People appeared 
upon my Arrival, full of Wonder at 
the ſight of ſo prodigious a Veſſel. 
I cold the Emperor that my. good 
Fortune had thrown this Boat in my 
Way, to carry me to ſome Place from 
whence I might returninto my native 
Country, and begged his Majeity's 
Orders for getting Materials to fit 
it up, together. with his Licence to 
depart, which, after ſome kind Ex- 
Poſtulations, he was pleaſed to 1 
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I did very much wonder, in all 
this time, not to have heard of any 
Expreſs relating to me, from our Em- 


peror to the Court of Blefuſcu. But 


was afterwards given privately to 
underſtand, that his Imperial Majeſty, 
never imagining I had the leaſt no- 
tice of his Deſigns, belicy'd I was only 
gone to Blefuſcu in performance of my 
Promiſe, according to the Licence he 
had given me, which was well known 
at our Court, and would return in a 
few Days when the Ceremony was 

ended. But he was at laſt in pain 
at my long Abſence ; and, after con- 
ſulting with the Treaſurer, and the 
reſt of that Cabal, a Perfon of Qua- 
lity was diſpatched with the Copy of 
the Articles againſt me. This Envoy 
had Inſtructions to repreſent to the 
Monarch of Blefuſcu the great Lenity 
of his Maſter, who was content to 
puniſh me no farther than with the

tor. | Bo | | 
Tax Emperor of Blefuſcu having taken 
three Days to conlult, return'd an 
Anſwer, conſiſting of many Cavilities 
and Excuſes. He ſaid, that as ſor 
ſending me bound, his Brother knew 
it was impoflible ; that although I had 


deprived him of his Fleet, yet he 


owed great Obligations to me for 
many good Offices I had done him in 
making the Peace. That however both 
their Majeſties would ſoon be made 
eaſy; for I had found a prodigi- 
ous Veſſel on the Shore, able to carry 
me on the Sea, which he had given 
Order to fit up with my own Aſſi-

WrrTH this Anſwer the Envoy re- 


turn'd to Lillipur, and the Monarch of 
Blefuſcu related to me all that had paſt ; 
offering me at the ſame time (but un- 
der the ſtricteſt Confidence) his gra- 


cious Protection, if I would continue 


in his Service; wherein | although I 
believed him ſincere, yet I reſolved 
never more to put any Confidence 
in Princes or Minifters, where I could 


poſſibly 
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poſſibly avoid it; and therefore, with 
all due Acknowledgments for his fa- 
yourable Intentions, I humbly begged 
to be excuſed, I told him, that ſince 
Fortune, whether good or evil, had 
thrown a Veſſel in my way, I was 
reſolved to venture myſelf in the O- 
cean, rather than be an occaſion of 
difference between two ſuch mighty 
Monarchs. Neither did I find the Em- 
peror at all diſpleaſed; and I diſcover'd, 
by a certain Accident, that he was ve- 
ry glad of my Reſolution, and ſo were 

molt of his Miniſters. 
THESE Confiderations moved me 
to haſten my Departure ſomewhat 
ſooner than I intended; to which the 
Court, impatient to have me gone, 
very readily contributed. Five hun- 
dred Workmen were imployed to make 
two Sails to my Boat, according to 
my Directions, by quilting thirteen 
fold of their ſtrongeſt Linen together.

| had the Tallow of three hundred 
Cows for greaſing my Boat, and other 
Uſes, I Was at incredible pains in cut-

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ting down ſome of the largeſt Tim- 
ber-Trees for Oærs and Maits, where. 
in I was, however, much afliſted by 
his Majeſty's Ship-Carpenters, who 
helped me in ſmoothing them after 
I had done the rough Work. 
In about a Month, when all was 
prepared, I ſent to receive his Ma- 
eſty's Commands, and to take my 
eave. The Emperor and royal Fa- 
mily came out of the Palace; I lay 
down on my Face to kiſs his Hand, 
which he very- graciouſly gave me; 
ſo did the Empreſs, and young Princes 
of the Blood. His Majeſty preſent- 
ed me with fifty Purſes of two hun- 
dred Sprugs a piece, together with his 
Picture at full length, which I put 
immediately into one of my Gloves, 
to keep it from being hurt.

ing Stock I carried with me, part in 
Money, and part in Goods, in hopes 


to improve my Fortunes. My eldeſt 
Uncle Jobn had left me an Eſtate 


in Land, near Epping, of about thirty 
Pounds a Year; and I had a long 
Leaſe of the Black-Bull in Feiter-Lane, 
which yielded me as much more: So 
that I was not in any danger of leav-

tive and reſtleſs Liſe, in two 
months after my Return, I again left 
my native Country, and took ſhip- 
ping in the Downs on the 20th Day 
of June 1702, in the Adventure, Capt. 
| r Fon 
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Jobn Nicholas a - Corniſh Man, Com- 
mander, bound for Surat. We hada 
very proſperous Gale till we arrived 
at the Cape of Good Hope, where we 

landed for freſh Water, but diſcover- 
ing a Leak we unſhipped our Goods, 
and winter'd there; for the Captain 
falling ſick of an Ague, we could not 
leave the Cape till the end of March, 
We then ſet ſail, and had a good 
Voyage till we paſſed the Sreighis of 
Madagaſcar; but having got North- 
ward of that Iſland, and to about five 
Degrees South Latitude, the Winds, 
-which in thoſe Seas are obſerved to 
blow a, conſtant equal Gale between 
the North and Weſt from the begin- 
ning of December to the beginning 
of May, on the gth of April began to 
blow with much greater Violence, 
and more Weſterly than uſual, con- 
tinuing ſo for twenty. Days together, 
during which time we were driven 2 
little to the Eaſt of the Molucca lands, 
and about three Degrees North- 


ward of the Line, as our Captain 


found by an Obſervation he took the 
24 of May, at which time the Wind 
ceaſed, and it was a perfe& Calm, 
 whereat I was not a little refoyced. 
But he being a Man well experience,

When the 
Storm was over, we ſet Fore- ſail and 
Main- ſail, and brought the Ship to.

was Eaſt North-eaſt, the Wind was at 

South-weſt. We got the Star- board 

Tacks a- board, we caſt off our Wea- 
18 ther Braces and Lifts; we ſet in the 
þ Lee-braces, and hawl'd forward by 
the Weather-bowlings, and hawld 
them right, and belayed them, and 
hawl'd over the Miſſen Tack to Wind- 
ward, and kept her full and by as 
near as ſhe could lie. "49 
 Dvxr1Ns this Storm, which was 
Tollowed by a ſtrong Wind Weſt South- 
eſt, we were carried by my Com- 
putation, about five hundred Leagues 
ta the Eaſt, ſo that the oldeſt Sailor 
a- board could not tell in what 
Part of the World we were, Our 
Proyifions held out well, our Ship 
was ftaunch, and our Crew all in 
good Health; but we lay in the ut- 
moſt Diſtreſſ for Water. We thought 
it beſt to hold on the ſame Courſe, 
rather then turn more Northerly, 
which might have brought to us the

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0 N the 16th Day of ne 1703, a 
Boy on the Top- maſt diſcovered

View of a great Iſland or Continent.

of Land jutting out into the Sea, 
and a Creek too ſhallow to hold a 
Ship of above one hundred Tons.

Vehicle for me, which he had Rea- 
fon enough to do; for I was ſo 
tired with my firſt Journey, and with 
entertaining Company for eight hours 
together, that I could hardly ſtand 
upon my Legs, or ſpeak a word. It 
was at leaſt three Days before I re- 
covered my Strength; and that I 
might. have-no reſt at - home, all the 
neighbouring Gentlemen from a hun- 
dred Miles round, hearing of my 
Fame, came to ſee me at my Maſter's 
own Houſe.

rival. we ſet out for the Metropolis, 
ſituated near the middle of that Em- 
pire, and about three thouſand Miles 
diſtance from our Houſe: My Maſter 
made his Daughter Glumdalelitcb ride 
behind him. She carried me on her 


Lap in a Box tied about her Waſte. 
The Girl had lined it on all ſides 


with the ſofteſt Cloth ſhe could get, 
well quilted underneath, furniſhed it 
with her Baby's Bed, provided me with 
Linen and other Neceſſaries, and 
made every thing as convenient as 
the could. We had no other Com- 
pany but a Boy of the Houſe, who 
rode after us with the Luggage. 


My Mafter's Defign was to ſhew 


me in all the Towns by the way, 
and to ſtep out of the Road for fifty 
or an hundred Miles, to any Village 
or Perſon of Quality's Houſe where 
he might expect Cuſtom. We made 
eaſy Journies of not above ſeven or 
eightſcore Miles a 7 4 For Glum- 
dalclitch, ¶ pur poſe to ſpare me, com- 


plained ſſſe was tired with the trot- 


ting of the Horſe. She often took 


me out of my Box at my own De- 


fire, to give me Air, and ſhew me 
ES, | "ne 
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the Country, but always held me faſt 
by a Leading-ſtring. We paſſed over 
five or fix Rivers many degrees broader 
and deeper than the Ni/e or the Gan- 
ges; and there was hardly a Rivulet 
jo ſmall as the Thames at London-Bridge. 
We were ten Weeks in our Journey, 
and I was fhewn in eighteen large 
Towns, beſides many Villages and pri- 
vate Families.

On the 26:þ Day of O&ober we ar- 
rived at the Metropolis, called in their

in the principal Street of the City, 
not far from the Royal Palace, and 
put out Bills in the uſual Form, con- 
taining an exact Deſcription of my 
Perſon and Parts. He hired a large

I had quite loſt my Stomach, 
and was almoſt reduced to a Skele- 
ton, The Farmer obſerved it, and 
concluding I ſoon muſt die, reſolved 
to make as 83 a Hand of me as 
he could. While he was thus rea- 
ſoning and reſolving with himſelf, a 
Sardral, or Gentleman Uſher came 
from Court, commanding my Maſter 
to carry me immediately thither for 
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the Diverſion of the Queen and her 
Ladies. Some of the latter had al- 
ready been to ſee me, and reported 

ſtrange things of my Beauty, Beha- 
viour, and good Senſe. Her Maje- 
ſty and thoſe who attended her were 

beyond meaſure delighted with my 
Demeanor, I fell on my Knees, and 
begged the Honour of kifling her 
Imperial Foot ; but this gracious Prin- 
ceſs held out her little Finger towards 
me (after.

th and when the Farmer was gone out 
e, of the Apartment, asked me the Rea=s 
of ſon. I made bold to tell her Ma- 
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jeſty that I owed no other Obliga- 
tion to my late Maſter, than his not 
- daſhing out the Brains of a poor 
harmleſs. Creature found by chance 
in his Field : which Obligation was 
amply recompenſed by the gain he 
had made in ſhewing me through half 
the Kin _ and the price he had 
now ſol for. That the Life I had 
ſince led, "as laborious enough to 
kill and Animal of ten times my 
Strength. That my Health was much 
impaired by the continual drudgery 
of entertaining the - Rabble every 
hour of the Day, and that if my Ma- 
ſter had not thought my Life in Dan- 
er, her Majeſty would not have got 
0 cheap a Bargain.

to the unſpeakable Advancement of 


human Rnowledge. 
Ar this decifive Concluſion, I 
entreated to be heard a Word or 
two. I applied my ſelf to the King, 
and aſſured His Majeſty that I came 
from a Country which abounded with 
ſeveral Millions of both Sexes, and of 
my own Stature ; where the Animals, 
Trees and Houſes were all in Propor- 
tion, and where by Conſequence I 
might be as able to defend my ſelf, 


and 
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and to find Suſtenance, as any of his 
Majeſty's Subjects could do here; 
which I took for a full Anſwer to 
thoſe Gentlemens Arguments. To this 
they only replied with a Smile of Con- 
_ tempt, ſaying, That the Farmer had 
inſtructed me very well in my Lef- 
ſon. The King, who had a much 
better Underftandiug, diſmifling his 
learned Men, ſent for the Farmer, 
who by good Fortune was not yet 
gone out of Town: Having therefore 
firſt examined him privately, and then 
confronted him with me and the young 
Girl, his Majeſty began to think that 
what we told him might poſſibly be 
be true, He deſired the Queen to 
order that a particular Care ſhould 
be taken of me, and was. of Opini- 
on, that Glumdaiclirch ſhould ſtill con- 
tinue in her Office of tending. me, 
. becauſe he obſerved we had a great 
Affection for each other. A conve- 
nient Apartment was provided for 
her at Court; ſhe had a ſort of 
Governeſs appointed to take care 
of her Education, a Maid to dreſs 
her, and two other Servants for me- 
nal Offices; but the Care of me was 
wholly appropriated to herſelf, The 
Queen commanded her own Cabinet- 
"KL Þ ä 
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maker to contrive a Box that might 
ſerve me for a Bed-chamber, after 
the Model that Glumdalclixch and I 
ſhould agree upon. This Man was a 
| moſt ingenions Artiſt, and according 
= to my Directions, in three Weeks 
finiſhed for me a Wooden Chamber 
of fixteen Foot ſquare, and twelve 
high, with Saſh-windows, a Door, and 
two Cloſets, like a London Bed-cham- 
ber. The Board that made the Cie- 
ling was to be lifted up and down 
by two Hinges, to put in a Bed rea- 
dy furniſhed by her Majeſty's Up- 
holſterer, which Glumdalclitch took out 
every Day to Air, made it with her 
own Hands, and letting it down at 
Night locked up the Roof over me, 
A nice Workman, who was famous 
for little Curiofities, undertook to 
make me two Chairs, with Backs and 
Frames, of a Subſtance not unlike I- 
vory, and two Tables, with a Cabi- 
net to put my things in. The Room 
was quilted on all Sides, as well as 
the Floor and the Cieling, to prevent 
any Accident from the careleſſneſs of 
thoſe who carried me, and to break 
| the Force of a Jolt when I went in 
| a Coach. I defired a Lock for my 
| Door, to prevent Rats and Mice from 
OT coming 
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coming in: The Smith, after ſeyeral 
Attempts, made the ſmalleſt that ever 
was ſeen among them, for I have 
known 'a larger at the Gate of a Gen- 
tleman's Houſe in England. I made 
a ſhift to keep the Key in a Pocket of 


my own, fearing G!iumdalclitch might 
| loſe it. The Queen likewiſe ordered 
the thinneſt Silks that could be gotten, 
to make me Cloaths, not much thicker 


than an+Ergliſh Blanket, very cumber- 


ſome till I was accuſtomed to them.

Kingdom, partly refembling the Per/ian,

Tu Queen became fo fond of my 


Company, that ſhe could not dine 


without me. I had a Table placed 
upon the ſame at which her Majeſty 
eat, juſt at her left Elbow, and a Chair 


to fit on. Glumdalclitch ſtood on a 


Stool on the Floor, near my Table, 


to aſſiſt and take care of me. I had 
an entire Set of ſilyer Diſhes and Plates, 


and other Neceſſaries, which, in pro- 
portion to thoſe of the Queen, were 


not much bigger than what' I have 


ſeen of the ſame kind in a London 
Toy-ſhop, for the furniture of a Baby- 


houſe : Theſe my little Nurſe kept in 


I 4 her 
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her Pocket, in a ſilver Box, and gave 
me at Meals as I wanted them, al- 
ways cleaning them herſelf, No Per- 
ſon dined with the Queen but the 
two Princeiles Royal, the elder ſix- 
teen Years old, and the younger at 
that time thirceen and a Month. 
Her Majeſty uſed to put a Bit of 
Meat upon one of my Diſhes, out 
of which I carved for myſelf; and 
her Diverſion was to ſee me eat in 
Miniature. For the Queen .(who had 
indeed but a weak Stomach) took 
up at one Mouthiul, as much as a do- 
zen Engliſh Farmers could eat at a 
Meal, which to me was for ſome time 
a very nauſeous Sight, She would 
craunch the Wing of a Lark, Bones 
and all, between her Teeth, altho' 
it were nine times as large as that 
of a full grown Turkey ; and put a 
Bic of Bread in her Mouth, as big 
as two twelve-penny Loaves. She 
drank out of a golden Cup, above a 
Hogſhead at a Draught. Her Knives 
were twice as long as a Scythe, 
ſer ſtrait upon the Handle. The 
_ Spoons, Forks, and other Inſtru- 
ments, were all in the ſame Pro- 
portion. I remember when Glumdalclitb 
carried me out of Curioſity to F ſee 

| ome 
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ſome of the Tables at Court, where 
ten or a dozen of theſe enormous 


Knives and Forks were lifted up to- 
gether, I thought I had never, till 


tnen, beheld ſo terrible a Sight. 


IT 1s the Cuſtom that every Weds 


neſday (Which, as I have before ob- 


ſerved, was their Sabbath) the King 
and Queen, with the Royal Iſſue of 
both Sexes, dine together in the A- 
partment of his Majeſty, to whom 


1 was now become a great Favourite; 
and at thele times my little Chair and 


Table were placed ar his left Hand 
betore one of the Saltſellers. This 
Prince took a pleaſure in conver- 


ling wich me, enquicing into the. 


Manners, Religion, Laws, Govern- 
ment, and Learning of Europe; Where- 
in I gave him the beſt Account LI 
was able. His Apprehenſion was ſo 
clear, and his Judgment ſo exact, 
that he made very wiſe Reflections 
and Obſervations upon all I ſaid. 
But I confeſs, that after I had been 
a little too copious in talking of my 


own beloved Country, of our Trade, 


and Wars by Sea and Land, of our 
Schiſms in Religion, and Parties in the 
State ; the Prejudices of his Education 
prevailed fo far, that he could noc 

* 4 torbear 
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forbear taking me up in his Right 
Hand, and ſtroaking me gently with 
the other, after an hearty Fit of 
Laughing, asked me, Whether I was 
a Whig or a Tory? Then turning to 
his firſt Miniſter, who waited behind 
him with a White Staff, near as tall 
as the Main-maſt of the Royal-Sowve- 
7aign, he obſerved how contemptible 
a Thing was human Grandeur, which 
could be mimicked by ſuch diminu- 
tive Inſects as I: And yet, ſaid he, 
I dare engage, theſe Creatures have 
their Titles and Diſtinctions of Ho- 
nour, they contrive little Neſts and 
Burrows, that they call Houſes and 
Cities ; they make a Figure in Dreſs 
and Equipage ; they love, they fight, 
they diſpute, they cheat, they betray. 
And thus he continued on, while my 
Colour came and went ſeveral times, 
with Indignation to hear our noble 
Country, the Miſtreſs of Arts and 
Arms, the Scourge of France, the Ar- 
bitreſs of Europe, the Seat of Virtue, 
Piety, Honour and Truth, the Pride 
and Envy of the World, ſo contemp- 
tuouſly treated. _ 3 
Bur as I was not in a Condi- 
tion to reſent Injuries, fo upon ma- 
ture Thoughts, I began to doubt 
| 9 whether 
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whether I was injured or no. For, 
after having been accuſtomed ſeveral 
Months to the Sight and Converſe 


of this People, and obſerved every 


Object upon which I caſt mine Eyes, 
to be of proportionable Magnitude, 
the Horror I had at firſt conceived 
from their Bulk and AſpeR, was ſo 


far worn off, that if I had then be- 


held a Company of Ergliſh Lords 
and Ladies in their Finery and Birth- 
Day  Cloaths, acting their ſeveral 
Parts in the moſt courtly Manner, 


of ſtrutting, and bowing, and pra- 
ting; to ſay the Truth, I ſhould 


have been ſtrongly tempted to laugh 
as much at them as the King and 
his Grandees did at me. Neither 
indeed could I forbear ſmiling at 
myſelf, when the Queen uſed to 
peg me upon her Hand towards a 
ooking-glaſs, by which both our 
Perſons appeared before me in full 
View together ; and there could no- 
thing be more ridiculous than the 
Compariſon : So that I really began 
to imagine myſelf dwindled many 
Degrees below my uſual S1ze. 
NOTHING angred and mortified 


me ſo much as the Queen's Dwarf, 


who being of the loweſt Stature that 
e Was 
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was ever in that Country (for I ve- 
rily think he was not full thirty Foot 
high) became inſolent at ſeeing a 
Creature ſo much beneath him, chat 
he would always affect to ſwagger 
and look big as he paſſed by me in 
the Queen's Anti- chamber, while I 
was ſtanding on ſome Table talking 
with the Lords or Ladies of the 
Court, and he ſeldom failed of a 
ſmall Word or two upon my Little- 
neſs; againſt which I could only re- 
venge myſelf by calling him Brother, 
challenging him to wreſtle, and ſuch 
like - Repartees as are uſual in the 
Mouths of Court Pages, One Day art. 
Dinner this malicious litcle Cubb 
was ſo nettled with ſomerhing I had 
ſaid ro him, thar raiſing himſelf up- 
on the Frame of her Majeſty's Chair, 
he took me up by the Middle, as I 
was fitting down, not thinking any 
harm, and let me drop into a large 
ſilver Bewl of Cream, and then ran 
away as faſt as he could. I fell over 
Head and Ears, and if I had not been 
a good Swimmer, it might have gone 
very hard with me; for Glumdalclitch 
in that inſtant happened to be at 
the other End of the Room, and the 
Queen was in ſuch a Fright that ſhe 
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wanted Preſence of Mind to aſſiſt me. 


But my little Nurſe ran to my Relief, 
and took me out, after I had ſwal- 
lowed above a Quart of Cream. I 
was put to Bed ; however, I received 
no other Damage than the Loſs of a 
Suit of Cloaths, which was utterly 
ſpoiled. The Dwarf was ſoundly 
whipped, and as a farther Puniſhment, 
forced to drink up the Bowl of Cream, 
into which he had thrown me; nei- 
ther was he ever reſtored to Favour : 
For, ſoon after the Queen beſtowed 


him on a Lady of high Quality, fo 


that I ſaw him no more, to my ve- 


ry great Satisfaction; for I could not 


tell co what Extremicy ſuch a malicious 
Urchin might have carried his Re- 
ſentment. | 
HE had before ſerved me a ſcurvy 
Trick, which ſer the Queen a laugh- 
ing, although at the ſame time ſhe 
was heartily vexed, and would have 
immediately cafhiered him, if I had 
not been ſo generous as to intercede. 


Her Majeſty had taken a Marrow- 


bone upon her Plate, and after knock- 
ing out the Marrow, placed the 
Bone again in the Diſh erect as it 
ſtood before; the Dwarf watchin 
his Opportunity, while Glumdalcliteb 

pe was 
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was gone to the Side- board, mounted 
upon the Stool ſhe ſtood on to take care 
of me at Meals, took me up in both 
Hands, and ſqueezing my Legs toge- 
ther, wedged them into the Marrow- 
bone above my Waſte, where I ſtuck 
for ſome time, and made a very ridi- 


culous Figure. I believe it was near 


'a Minute before any one knew what 
was become of me; for I thought it 
below _me to cry out. But as Princes 
ſeldom get their Meat hot, my Legs 
were not ſcalded, only my Stockings 
and Breeches in a ſad Condition. 
The Dwarf, at my Entreaty, had 10 
other Puniſhment than a ſound Whip- 


ping. PT | 
I was frequently rallied by the 


Queen upon account of my Feartul- 


neſs, and ſhe uſed to ask me, Whe- 
ther the People of my Country were 
as great Cowards as myſelf? The 
Occaſion was this: The Kingdom 
is much peſtered with Flies in Sum- 
mer; and theſe odious Inſects, each 
of them as big as a Dunſtable Lark, 
hardly gave me any-Reſt while I ſat at 
Dinner, with their continual hum- 
ming and buzzing about mine Ears. 
They would ſometimes alight upon 
my Victuals, and leave their * 

* N ome 
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ſome Excrement or Spawn behind, 
which to me was very viſible, though 
not to the Natives of that Coun- 
try, whoſe large Opticks were not 
ſo acute as mine in viewing ſmaller 
Objects. Sometimes they would fix 
upon my Noſe or Forehead, where 
they ſtung me to the Quick, ſmelling 
very offenſively, and I could eaſily 
trace that viſcous Matter, which our 
Naturaliſts tell us enables thoſe Crea- 
tures to walk with their Feet upwards 
upon a Cieling. I had much ado to 
defend myſelf againſt theſe deteſtable 
Animals, and could not forbear itart- 
ing when they came on my Face. It 
was the common Practice of the Dwarf 
to catch a number of theſe Inſects in 
his Hand, as School-boys do among 
us, and let them out ſuddenly under 
my Noſe on purpoſe to frighten me, 
and divert the Queen. My Remedy 
was to cut them in pieces with my 
Knife as they flew in the Air, where- 
in my Dexterity was much admired. 
I REMEMBER one Morning when 
Clumdalclitch had ſet me in my Box 
upon a Window, as ſhe uſually did 
in fair Days to give me Air, (for I 
durſt not venture to let the Box be 
hung on a Nail out of the Window, 
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as we do with Cages in England) af- 
ter I had lifted up one of my Sa- 


| ſhes, and far down at my Table to 


eat a piece of Sweet Cake for my 
Breakfaſt, above twenty Waſps, al- 
lured by the ſmell, came flying into 
the Room, humming louder than 
the Drones of as many Bagpipes. 
Some of them ſeized my Cake, and 


carried it piece- meal away, others 


flew about my Head and Face, con- 
founding me with the Noiſe, and 
putting me in the utmoſt terror of 
their Stings. However I had the 
Courage to riſe and draw. my Han- 
er, and attack them in the Air. I 
etched four of them, but the reſt 
e away, and I preſently ſhut my 

indow. Theſe Creatures were as 
large as Partridges, I took out their 
Stings, found them an Inch and a 
half long, and as ſharp as needles. I

mals of ſo extraordinary a Bulk is 
wholly confined to this Continent, 
of which I leave the [Reaſons to be 
determined by Philoſophers.

THE Country is well inhabited, 


for it contains fifty one Cities, near 


an hundred valled Towns, and a 
great number of Villages. To ſatisfy 
my curious Reader, it may be fuffi- 
cient to deſcribe Lorbrulgrud. This 
City ſtands upon almoſt two equal 
Parts on each fide the River that 

a 3 piaſſes 
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paſſes through. It contains above Wi 
eighty thoutand Houſes, and about 1 
fix hundred thouſand Inhabitants, It YG 
is in length three Glomg/ungs (which ſt 
make about fifty four Engliſh Miles) Ys? 
and two and a half in breadth, as [ MW 
meaſured it myſelf in the Royal Map I 
made by the King's Order, which MW 
was laid on the Ground on purpoſe be 
for me, and extended an hundred YG 
feet; I paced the Diameter and Cir- In 
cumference ſeveral times barefoot, M0! 
and computing by the Scale, meaſur- 
ed it pretty exactly. 
TRE King's Palace is no regular Il 

Edifice, but an heap of Buildings a- 
bout ſeven Miles round: The chief L 
Rooms are generally ewo hundred 
and forty foot high, and broad and 
long in proportion. A Coach was 
allowed to Glumdealclitch and me, where- 
in her Governefs frequently took her 
out to ſee the Town, or go among 
the Shops; and was always of the 
Party, carried in my Box; although 
the Girl at my own Deſire would 
often take me out, and hold me in 

her Hand, that I might more con- 
veniently view the Houſes and the 
People, as we paſſed along the Streets. ſth 
I reckoned our Coach ro be about 
arr hee we : 
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Square of We minſter-Hall, but not 
altogether ſo high ; however, I can- 
not be very exadt. One Day the 
Governeſs ordered our Coachman to 
ſtop at ſeveral Shops, where the Beg- 
gars, watching their Opportunity, 
crouded to the fides of the Coach, 
and gave me the moſt horrible Spec- 
tacles that ever an Englin Eye be- 
held. There was a Woman with a 
Cancer in her Breaſt, ſwelled to a 
monſtrous ſize, full of Holes, in two 
or three of which I could have eaſily 
crept, and covered my whole Body. 
There was a Fellow with a Wen in 
his Neck, larger than five Woolpacks, 
and another with a couple of wooden 
Legs, each about twenty foot high. 
But, the moſt hateful Sight of all was 
the Lice crawling on their Cloaths. 
could ſee diſtinctly the Limbs of 
theſe Vermin with my naked Eye, 
much better than thoſe of an Euro- 
jean Louſe through a Microſcope, and 
their Snouts with which they root- 
ed like Swine. They were the firſt. 
I had ever beheld, and I ſhould have 
been curious enough to diſſect one 
of them, if I had proper Inſtruments. 
(which I unluckily left behind me in 


the Ship) although indeed the Sight 


WAS 
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was ſo nauſeous, that it perfectly 


turned my Stomach. 


BESIDE the large Box in which 1. 


Was uſually carried, the Queen or- 
dered a ſmaller one to be made for 
me, of about twelve foot ſquare and 
ten high, for the Convenience of 
Travelling, becauſe the other was 
ſomewhat too large for Glumdalclitch's 
Lap, and cumberſome in the 
Coach; it was made by the ſame 
Artiſt, whom I directed in the whole 
Contrivance. This travelling. Cloſet 
was an exact Square with a Window 
in the middle of three of the Squares, 
and each Window was latticed with 


Iron Wire on the outſide, to prevent | 


Accidents: in long Journies, On the 
fourth ſide, which had no Window, 
two ſtrong Staples were fixed, through 
which the Perſon that carried me, 
when I had a mind to be on Horſe- 
back, put in a Leathern Belt, and 
buckled it about his Waſte. This 
was always the Office of ſome grave 
truſty Servant in whom I could con- 


fide, whether I attended the King 


and Queen in their Progreſſes, or 
were--diſpoſed' to ſee the Gardens, or 
pay a viſit to ſome great Lady - or 
Miniſter of State in the Court, when

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Glumdalclitch happened to be out of 
Order: For I ſoon began to be known 


nd eſteemed among the greateſt Of- 


icers, I ſuppoſe more upon Account 


of their Majeſty's Favour. than any 


nerit of my own, In Journies, when 
| was weary of the Coach, a Ser- 


rant on horſeback would buckle my 


Box, and place it on a Cuſhion be- 
fore him; and there I had a full Pro- 
ſpet of the Country on three ſides 


from the three Windows. I had in 


this Cloſet a Field- Bed and a Ham- 
mock hung from the Cieling, two 
Chairs and a Table, neatly ſcrewed 
to the Floor, to prevent being toſſed 


about by the Agitation of the Horſe 
or the Coach. And having been long 


uſed to Sea-Voyages, thoſe motions, 
although ſometimes very violent, did 
not much diſcompoſe me. | 
WHENEVER I had a mind to fee 
the Town, it was always in my Tra- 


velling-Cloſet, which Glumdalcliteh held 
in her Lap in a kind of open Sedan, 
after the Faſhion of the Country, 


born by four Men, and attended by 


two others in the Queen's Livery. 
The People who had often heard of 
me, were very curious to croud about 


the Sedan, and the Girl was com- 
CE plaiſant 
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plaiſant enough to make the Bearers 


ſtop, and to take me in her Hand 


that I might be more conveniently 
1 " . 

I was very deſirous to ſee the 
chief Temple, and particularly the 
Tower belonging to it, which is 

reckoned the higheſt in the King- 
dom. Accordingly one day my Nurfe 
carried me thither, but I may truly 
ſay I came back diſappointed ; for, 
the height is not above three thou- 
ſand foot, and reckoning from the 
ground to the higheſt Pinnacle top; 
which allowing for the difference be- 


tween the ſize of thoſe People, and 


us in Europe, is no great matter for 
admiration, nor at all equal in pro- 
portion, (if I rightly remember) to 
Salisbury Steeple. But, not to detract 
from a Nation to which during my 
Life I ſhall acknowledge myſelt ex- 
tremely obliged, it muſt be allowed 
that whatever this famous Tower wants 


in Height is amply made up in Beauty 


and Strength. For the Walls are near 
an hundred foot thick, built of hewn 
Stone, whereof each is about fort 
foot ſquare, and adorned on all ſides 


with Statues of Gods and Emperors 
cut in marble larger than the Life, 
ee 
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placed in their ſeveral Niches. I 
meaſured a little Finger which had 
fallen down from one of the Sta- 
tues, and lay unperceived among ſome 
Rubbiſh, and found it exactly four 
foot and an inch in length. Glum- 
dalclitch wrapped it up in a Hand- 
kerchief; and carried it home in her 
Pocket to keep among other Trin- 
kets, of which the Girl was very fond, 
as Children at her Age 'uſually are. 
TRE King's Kitchen is indeed a 
noble Building, vaulted at top, and 
about ſix hundred foot high. The 
reat Oven is not ſo wide by ten 
aces as the Cupola at St. Paul's; For 
I meaſured the latter on purpoſe af- 
ter my Return.

cut it like the Back of a Comb, mak- 
ing ſeveral . Holes in it at equal di- 
ſtance with as ſmall a Needle as I 
could get from Glumdalclitcb. I fixed 
in the Stumps ſo artificially, ſcrapi 

and ſloping them with my Knife 
cowards the Points, that I made a 
very. tolerable Comb; which was a 
ſeaſonable Supply, my own being ſo 
much broken in the Teeth, that it 
was almoſt uſeleſs : Neither did 1 
know any Artift in that Country ſo 
nice and exact, as would undertake 
to make me another, | SE ne 
AN p this puts me in mind of an 
amuſement wherein I ſpent many of 
my leiſure Hours, I deſired the 
Queen's Woman to ſave for me the 
Combings of her Majeſty's Hair, 


whereof in time I got a good quan- 
tity, and conſulting with my Friend 


the Cabinet-maker, who had received 


general Orders to do little Jobbs for 


me, I directed him to make two Chair- 
frames, no larger than thoſe I had 
in my Box, and then to bore little 
Holes with a fine Awl round thoſe 
Parts where I deſigned the Backs and 


Seats; through theſe Holes I wove 
the ſtrongeſt Hairs I could pick out, 


juſt 
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Juſt after the Manner of Cane-Chairs 
in England. When they were. finiſh- 
ed, I made a Preſent of them to her 
Majeſty, who kept them in her Ca- 
binet, and uſed to ſhew them for 
Curioſities, as indeed they were the 
Wonder of every one that beheld them. 
The Queen would have had me fit 
upon one of theſe Chairs, but I ab- 
ſolutely refuſed to obey her, proteſting 
1 would rather die a thouſand Deaths 
than place a diſhonourable Part of my 
Body on thoſe precious Hairs that 
once adorned her Majeſty's Head. Of 
theſe Hairs (as I had always a me- 
chanical Genius) I linewiſe made a 
neat little Purſe about five foot long, 
with her Majeſty's Name decyphered 
in Gold Letters, which I gave ro Glum- 
dalclitch, by the Queen's Conſent, To 
ſay the truth, it was more for Show. 
than Uſe, being not of ſtrength 'to 
bear the Weight of the larger Coins, 
and therefore ſhe kept nothing in it 
but ſome little Toys that Girls are 
fond of. B . | 
TRE King, who delighted in Mu- 
ſick, had frequent Conſorts at Court, 
to which J was ſometimes carried, 
and ſet in my Box on a Table to 
hear them: But the Noiſe was ſo *

The Method I contrived was this. 
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that I could hardly diſtinguiſh the 


Tunes. I am confident that all the 
Drums and Trumpets of a Royal Ar- 


my, beating and ſounding together 


juit at your Ears, could not equal 
it. My practice was to have my Box 
removed from the places where the 
Performers ſat, as far as I could, then 
to ſhut the Doors and Windows of 


it, and draw the Window-curtains ; 


after which I found their Muſick not 
diſagreeable. . 1 TD 

I Hap learned in my Youth to 
play a litele upon the Spinet. Glum- 
dalclitch kept one in her Chamber, and 


a Maſter attended twice a Week to 
teach her: I call it a Spinet, becauſe 


it ſomewhat reſembled that Inſtru- 
ment, and was play'd upon in the 
ſame manner, A Fancy came into 
my Head that I would entertain the 
King and Queen with an Engliſh Tune 


upon this Inſtrument. But this ap- 


peared extremely difficult: For, the 
Spinet was near ſixty Foot long, each 


Key being almoſt a Foot wide, ſo that 


with my Arms extended, I could not 
reach to above five Keys, and to preſs 
them down required a good ſmart 


ftroak with my Fiſt, which would be 


. 


too great a Labour, and to no purpoſe. 


PART II. Las =5; 1 
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I prepared two round Sticks about 
the Bigneſs of common Cudgels ; they 
were thicker at one end then the o- 
ther, and I covered the thicker ends 
with a piece of a Mouſe's Skin, that 
by rapping on them, I might neither 
damage the tops of the Keys, nor in- 
terrupt the Sound. Before the Spinet 
a Bench was placed: about four Foot 
below the Keys, and I was put up- 
on the Bench, I ran ſideling upon 
it that way and this, as faſt as I could, 
banging the proper Keys with my 
two Sticks, and made a ſhift to play 
a Jigg, to the great Satisfacton of both 
their Majeſties: But it was the moſt 
violent Exerciſe I ever underwent, 
and yet I could not ſtrike above ſix- 
.teen Keys, nor,. conſequently, play 
the Baſs and Treble together, as o- 
ther Artiſts do ; which was a great 

Diſadvantage to my Performance. 
. Tax King, who, as I before obſer- 
ved, was a Prince of excellent Under- 
ſtanding, would frequently order that!

ſet upon the Table in his Cloſer: 
He would then command me to bring 
one of my Chairs out of the Box, and 
fit down within three Yards diſtance 
upon the top of the Cabinet, which

Converſations with him. I one Da 


took the Freedom to tell his Majeſty, 
that the Contempt he diſcovered to- 
wards Europe, and the reſt of the 


World, did not ſeem anſwerable to 


thoſe excellent SI of the Mind 
he was Maſter of. That Reaſon did 
not extend it ſelf with the bulk of the 
Body: On the contrary, we obſerved 
in our Country, that the talleſt Per- 


ſons were uſually leaſt provided with 


it. That among other Animals, Bees 
and Ants had the Reputation of more 


| Induſtry, Art and Sagacity, than ma- 
ny of the. larger kinds; and that, as 


inconſiderable as he took me to be, 
I hoped I might live to do his Ma- 
jelty ſome ſignal Service. The King 
heard me with Attention, and began 


to conceive a much better Opinion of 


me than he had ever before. He de- 
ſired I would give him as exact an 
account of the Government of England, 
as I poſſibly could; becauſe, as fond 
as Princes commonly are of their own 
Cuſtoms, (for ſo he conjectured of o- 
ther Monarchs by my former Diſcour- 
ſes,) he ſhould: be glad to hear of any, 
thing that might deſerve imitation. 
IMAGINE with thy ſelf, courteous 


Reader, how often I then wiſhed for 


" ES the 
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the Tongue of Demoſthenes or Cicero, 


that might have enabled me to cele- 


brate the Praiſe of wy own dear na- 
tive Country in a Stile equal to its 
Merits and Felicity. 


I Be6can my Diſcourſe by inform- 


ing his Majeſty that our Dominions 
conſiſted of two Iflands, which com- 
poſed three mighty Kingdoms under 
one Sovereign, belides our Plantati- 
ons in America, I dwelt long upon 
the Fertility of our Soil, and the Tem- 
perature of our Climate. I then ſpoke 
at large upon the Conſtitution of an 
Engliſh Parliament, partly made up of 
an illuſtrious Body called the Houſe 
of Peers, Perſons of the nobleſt Blood, 
and of the moſt anctent and ample 
Patrimonies. I deſcribed that. extra- 
ordinary Care always taken of their 
Education in Arts and Arms, to quali- 
fy them for being Counſellors both 
to the King and Kingdom; to have 
a ſhare in the Legiſlature; to be Mem- 
bers of the higheſt Court of Judica- 
ture, from whence there could be no 
Appeal; and to be Champions always 
ready for the Defence of their Prince 
and, Country, by their Valour, Con- 
duct and Fidelity. That theſe were 


the Ornament and Bulwark of the 


Kingdom, worthy Followers of their 
8 2 1 
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moſt renowned Anceſtors, whoſe Ho- 


nour had been the Reward of their 


Virtue, from which their Poſterity 


were never once known to degene- 


rate. To theſe were joined feveral 
holy Perſons, as part of that Aſſem- 
bly, under the Title of Biſhops, whoſe 
peculiar Buſineſs it is to take care of 
Religion, and of thoſe who inſtruct 
the People therein. Theſe were ſearch- 
ed and ſought out through the whole 
Nation, by the Prince and his wiſeſt 
Counſellors, among ſuch of the Prieſt- 
hood as were mott deſervedly diltin- 
guiſhed by the Sanity of their Lives, 
and the Depth of their Erudition, 
who were. indeed the ſpiritual Fa- 
thers of the Clergy and the People. 


THAI the other Part of the Par- 


liament conſiſted of an Aſſembly cal- 
led the Houſe of Commons, Who 
were all principal Gentlemen, freely 
picked and culled out by the People 
themſelves, for their great Abilities. 
and Love of their Country, to repre- 
ſent the Wiſdom of the whole Na- 
tion. And theſe two Bodies make 
up the moit auguſt Aſſembly in Eu- 
rope, to whom, in conjunction with 
the Prince, the whole Legiflature 1s 
committed. 88 
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'T THEN deſcended to the Courts 
of Juſtice, over which the Judges, 
thoſe venerable Sages and Interpre- 
ters of the Law preſided, for deter- 
mining the diſputed Rights and Pro- 
perties of Men, as well as for the 
Puniſhment of Vice, and Protection 
of Innocence. I mentioned the pru- 
dent Management of our Treaſury, 
the Valour and Atchievements of our 
Forces by Sea and Land. I computed 
the Number of our People, by rec- 
koning how many Millions there 
might be of each religious Se; or 
political Party among us. I did not 
omit even our Sports and Paſtimes, 
or any other Particular, which I 
thought might redound to the Ho- 
nour of my Country, And I finiſh- 
ed all with a brief hiſtorical Ac- 
count of Affairs and Events in Eng- 
land for about an. hundred Years

 THr1is Converſation was not end- 
ed under five Audiences, each of ſe- 
veral Hours; and the King heard 

the whole with great Attention, fre- 
quently taking Notes of what I 
ſpoke, as well as Memorandums of 
all Queſtions he intended to ask

WHEN 
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| WREN I had put an end to theſe 
long Diſcourſes, his Majeſty in a 
. ſixth Audience conſulting his Notes, 
propoſed many Doubts, Queries, and 

7 Objections, upon every Article. He 
; asked what Methods were uſed to 


cultivate the Minds and Bodies of our 
. young Nobility, and in what kind 
of Buſineſs they commonly ſpent the- 


3 firſt and teachable Part of their Lives. 
What Courſe was taken to. ſupply 
- KF thac Aſſembly when any noble Fa- 
mily became extinct. What _ 
cations were neceſſary in thoſe Who 
I are to be created new Lords: Whe- 
ther the Humour of the Prince, a 
Sum of Money to a Court Lady, 
a or a prime Miniſter, or a Deſign of 
8 ſtrengthening a Party oppoſite to 
n the publick Intereſt, ever happened 
to be Motives in thoſe Advance- 
ments. What Share of Knowledge 
theſe Lords had in the Laws of 
their Country, and how they came 
by it, ſo as to enable them to de- 


| cide the Properties of their Fellow- | 
| Subjects in the laſt Reſort, Whe- | 
cher they were always ſo free from 0 

Avarice, Partialities, or Want, that | 
a2 Bribe, or ſome other ſiniſter View, 


could have no place among them. 
Whether thoſe holy Lords I ſpoke of 
| "7" Bo were 
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were always promoted to that Rank 
upon account of their Knowledge in 
religious Matters, and the Sanctity of 
their Lives, had never been Compli- 
ers with the Times while they were 
common Prieſts, or flaviſh proſtitute 
Chaplains to ſome Nobleman, whoſe 
Opinions they continued ſervilely to 
follow after they were admitted into 
that Aſſembly. 3 +3 
He then deſired to know what 
Arts were practiſed in electing thoſe 
whom I called Commoners: Whether 
a Stranger with a ſtrong Purſe might 
not influence the vulgar 4 to chuſe 
him before their own Landlord, or 
the moſt conſiderable Gentleman in 
the Neighbourhood, How it came 
to paſs, that People were fo violent- 
ly bent upon getting into this 
Afembly, which I allowed to be a 
great, Trouble and Expence, often to 
tie Ruin of their Families, without 
any Salary or Penſion : Becauſe that 
appeared fuch an exalted Strain of 
Virtue and publick Spirit, that his 
Majeſty ſeemed to doubt it might 
ollibly not be always ſincere: And 
he deſired to know whether ſuch zea- 


lous Gentlemen could have any Viewsof 


refunding themſelves for the Charges 
and Trouble they were at, by ſfacri- 
7 1 flicing 
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ficing the publick Good to the De- 
ſigns of a weak and vicious Prince 
in Conjunction with a corrupted Mi- 
niſtry. He multiplied his Queſtions, 
and ſifted me thoroughly upon e— 
very Part of this Head, propoſing 
numberleſs Enquries and Objections, 
which I think it not prudent or con- 
vemient to repeat, . 1 hh 

Uron what I ſaid in relation to 
our Courts of Juſtice, his ' Majeſty 
deſired to be ſatisfied, in feveral 
Points: And, this I was the. better 
able to do, having been formerly al- 
moſt ruined by a. long Suit of Chan- 


cery, which. was decreed for me with 


Colts, He asked, what Time was u- 


ſually ſpent in determining between 


right and wrong, and what degree 
of Expence. Whether Advocates and: 


Orators had liberty to plead in Caulcs 


manifeſtly known to be unjuſt, vex- 


_ atious, or oppreſſive. Whether Party 
in Religion or Politicks were oh- 
ſerved co be of any Weight in the 
Scale of Juſtice. Whether thoſe plead- 


ing Orators were Perſons educated: 
in the general Knowledge of Equiry: 
or only in provincial, national, and 


other local Cuſtoms. Whether they. 


or their Judges had any Part in pea- 
ning thoſe Laws which they aſium- 
| WY cd; 
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ed the Liberty of interpreting and 
gloſſing upon at their Pleaſure. Whe- 
ther they had ever at different times 
pleaded for and againſt the ſame 
Cauſe, and cited Precedents to prove 
_ contrary Opinions. Whether they 
were a rich or a poor Cor pora- 
tion. Whether they received any pe- 
euniary Reward for pleading or de- 
livering their Opinions. And parti- 
cularly, whether they were ever ad- 
mitted as Members in the lower Se- 
—_ ps - 
He fell next upon the Manage- 
ment of our Treaſury, and ſaid, he 
thought my Memory had failed me, 
becauſe. I computed our Taxes at a- 
bout five or fix Millions a Year, and 
when I came to mention the Iſſues, 
he found they ſometimes amounted 
to more than double; for the Notes 
he had taken were very particular in 
this Point, becauſe he hoped, as he 
told me, that the Knowledge of our 
Conduct might be uſeful to him, and 
he could not be deceived in his Cal- 
culations.

fend the Coaſts with our Fleet. A- 


bove all, he was amazed to hear me 
talk of a mercenary ſtanding Army in 


the midſt of Peace, and among a tree 


People. He ſaid, if we were gover n- 


ed by our own Conſent in the Per- 


ſons of our Repreſentatives, he could 
not imagine of whom we were afraid, 
or againit whom we were to fight ; 
and would hear my Opinion, wae- 


ther. a private Man's Houſe nught 


not better be defended by himſelf, his 


Children, and Family, than by half a 


dozen Raſcals picked up at a venture 
in the Streets, for ſmall Wages, who 
might get an hundred times more by 
cutting their Throats. 5 
He laughed at my odd kind of A- 


rithmetick (as he was pleaſed to call 


it) in reckoning the Numbers of our 
People by a Computation drawn from 


the ſeveral Sects among us in Reli- 


gion and Politicks. He faid, He knew 
8 | - Tr . ; * 2 4 * ng 
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no Reaſon, why thoſe who entertain 
Opinions prejudicial to the Publick 
mould be obliged to change, or ſhould 
be obliged to conceal them. And as 
it was Tyranny in any Government 
to require the firſt, fo it was Weak- 
neſs not to enforce the ſecond: For 
a Man may be allowed to keep Poy- 
ſons in his Cloſer, but not to vend 
them about for Cordials. 
HE obſerved, that among the Di- 
verſions of our Nobility and Gentry, 
I had mentioned Gaming. He de- 
fixed. to know at what Age this En- 
tertainment was uſually taken up, 
and when it was laid down; how 
much of their Time it employed; 
whecher it ever went. io high as to 
affect their Fortunes: Whether mean. 
vicious People, by their Dexterity 
in that Art, might not arrive at 
great Riches, and ſometimes keep our 
very Nobles in Dependance, as well 
as habituate them to vile Compa- 
nions, wholly take them from the Im- 
provement of their Minds, and force 
them, by the Loſſes they have receiv- 
ed, ta learn and practiſe that infa- 
mous Dexterity upon others. 
Hx was perfectly aſtoniſhed with the 
hiſtorical Account I gave him of our 


Affairs during the laſt Century pre- 
teſting

was at the Pains. to recapitulate the 


Sum of all I had ſpoken, compared 


the Queſtions he made with the An- 


ſwers I had n then taking me 
into his Hands, and ſtroaking me 


gently, delivered himſelf in theſe 


Words, which I ſhall never forget, 
nor the Manner he ſpoke them in: 
My little Friend Griidrig, you have 
made a moſt admirable Panegyrick 
upon your Country: You have ctear- 


ly proved that Ignorance, Idleneſs 


and Vice may ſometimes be the only 
Ingredients for qualifying a Legiſla- 


tor: That Laws are beſt explained, 


interpreted, and applied by thote 
whoſe Intereſt and Abilities lie in 


perverting, confounding, and elu- 


ding them, I obſerve among you 


 fome Lines of an Inſtitution, * which 
in its Original might have been to- 


lerable, but theſe half eraſed, and 


the reſt wholly blurred and blotted 
by Corruptions. It doth not appear 


from 
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from all you have ſaid, how any one 
Virtue is required toward the pro- 
curement of any one Station among 
you ; much leſs that Men were en-. 
nobled on account of their Virtue, 
that Prieſts were advanced for their 
Piety or Learning, Soldiers for their 
Conduct or Valour, Judges for their 
Integrity, Senators for the Love of 
their Country, or Counſellors for 
their Wiſdom. As for yourſelſ, (con- 
tinued the King,) who have ſpent the 
greateſt Part of your Lite in tra- 
yelling, I am well diſpoſed to hope 
you may hitherto. have eſcaped many 
Vices ot your. Country. But by what 
I have gathered from your own Re- 
lation, and the Anſwers I have with 
much Pains wringed and extorted 
from you, I cannot but conclude the 
Bulk of your Natives to be the moſt 
pernicious Race 'of little odious Ver- 
min that Nature ever ſuffered to 
crawl upon the Surface of the Earth.

The King's 
great Ignorance in Politicks, The Learn- 
ing of that Country very imperfect. Their 
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Laws, and military Affairs, and Parties 


in the State, 


AOTHING but an extreme 
Love of Truth could have hin- 
— dered me from concealing this 
part of my Story. It was in vain to 
diſcover my Reſentments, which were 
always turned into Ridicule; and I 
was forced to reſt with Patience while 


my noble and moit beloved Coun- 
try was ſo injuriouſly treated. I am 


heartily ſorry as any of my Readers 
can poſſibly be, that ſuch an Occa- 
ſion was given: But this Prince hap- 
pened to be ſo curious and inquiſi- 
tive upon every Particular, that it 


could not conſiſt either with Gratitude 


or good Manners to refuſe giving 


him what Satisfaction I was able. 


Vet thus much I may be allowed to 
jay in my own Vindication, That I 
artfally eluded many of his Queſti- 
ons, and gave to every Point a more 


favourable Turn by many Degrees 
than the ſtrictneſs of Truth would 


allow. For I have always born that 
laudable Partiality to my own Coun- 
try, which Dionyſus Halicarnaſſenſis with 
ſo much Juſtice recommends to an 
Hiſtorian; I would hide the Frailties 


and Deformities of my political Mo- 


ther, 
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ther, and place her Virtues and Beau- 
ties in the moſt advantageous Light, 
This was my ſincere Endeavour in 
thoſe many Diſcourſes I had with that 
Monarch, although it unfortunately 
failed of Succels. | | 
Bur great, allowances ſhould be gi. 
ven to a King who lives wholly ſe. 
cluded from the reſt of the World, 
and muſt therefore be altogether un- 
acquainted with the Manners and Cu- 
ſtoms that moſt prevail in other Na. 
tions: The want of which Knowledge 
will ever produce many Prejudice:, 
and a certain marrowneſs of Thinking, 
from which we and the politer 
Countries of Europe are Wholly ex- 
empted. And it would be hard, in- 
deed, if ſo remote a Prince's notions 
of Virtue and Vice were to be of. 
tered as a Standard for all Mankind. 
To confirm what I have now ſaid, 
and further, to ſhew the miſerable 
effects of a confined Education, I ſhall 
here infert. a pallage which wall 
hardly obtain Behef. In hopes to in- 
gratiate myſelf farther into his Ma- 
jeſty's Favour, I told him of an In- 
vention diſcovered between three and 
four hundred Tears ago, to make 
a certain Powder, into an heap of 
which the ſmalleſt Spark of Fire fal- 


ng, 
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ling, would kindle the whole in a 
moment, although it were as big as 
a Mountain, and make it all fly up 
in the Air together, with a Noiſe 


and Agitation greater than Thunder. 


That a proper quantity of this Pow- 
der rammed into an hollow Tube 
of Braſs or Iron, according to its 


 Bigneſs, would drive a Ball of Iron 


or Lead with ſuch Violence and Speed, 
as nothing was able to fuſtain its 


Force. That the largeſt Balls thus 


diſcharged, would not only deftroy 
whole Ranks of an Army at once, 
but batter the ſtrongeſt Walls to the 
Ground, ſink down Ships, with a 
thoufand Men in each, to the bot- 
tom of the Sea; and, when linked 


together by a Chain, would cut 
through Maſts and Rigging, divide 
hundreds of Bodies in the middle, 


and lay all waſte before them, That 
we often put this Powder into large 
hollow Balls of Iron, and diſcharged

He was amazed 
how ſo' impotent and groveling an 
Inſect as I (theſe were his Expreſſions) 
could entertain ſuch inhuman Ideas, 
and in fo familiar a Manner as to 
appear wholly unmoved at. all the 
Scenes of Blood and Deſolation, which 
J had painted as the common effects 
of thoſe deſtructive Machines, where- 
of he ſaid, ſome evil Genius, Enemy 
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to Mankind, muſt have been the firſt 


Contriver. As for himſelf, he prote- 
ſted, that although few things de- 


lighted him ſo much as new Diſco- 


veries in Art or in Nature, yet he 


would rather loſe half his Kingdom 
than be privy to ſuch a Secret, which 


he commanded me, as I valued my 


Life, never to mention any more. 
A STRANGE effect of narrow Prin- 


ciples-and ſhort Views that a Prince 
poſſeſſed of every Quality which pro- 
cures Veneration, Love, and Eſteem ; 
of ſtrong Parts, great Wiſdom, and 


profound Learning, endued with ad- 
mirable Talents for Government, and 
almoſt adored by his Subjects, ſhould 
from a nice unneceſſary Scruple, whereof 


in Europe we can have no Concep- 


tion, let ſlip an Opportunity put in- 
to his Hands, that would have made 
him abſolute Maſter of the Lives, the 
Liberties, and the Fortunes of his 
People. Neither do I ſay this with 
the leaſt intention to detract from 


the many. Virtues of that excellent 


King, whoſe Character I am ſenſible, 


will, on this account, be very. much 


leſſened in the Opinion of an En- 
gliſn Reader: But I take this Defect 
among them to have riſen from their 


Ignorance, they not having hitherto 


reduced

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reduced Politicks into a Science, as 
the more acute Wits of Europe have 
done. For I remember very well, 
in a Diſcourſe one Day with the 
King, when I happened to ſay there 
were ſeveral thouſand Books among 
ns written upon the Art of Govern- 
ment, it gave him (directly contrary 
to my Intention) a very mean Opi- 
nion of our Underſtandings. He pro- 
_ both to abominate _ deſpiſe 
all Myſter Refinement, and [atrigue, 
— 2 4 pr or a Miniſter. He 
could not tell what I meant by Se- 
crets of State, where an Enemy or 
_ ſome Rival Nation were not in the 
Caſe. He confined the Knowledge 
of Governing within very marrow 
Bounds, to common Senſe and Reafon, 
to Juſtice and Lenity, to the ſpeedy 
Determination of civil and criminal 
Cauſes ; with ſome other obvious To- 

icks which are not worth conſider- 
ing. And, he gave it for his Opi- 
nion, that. whoever could make two 
Ears of Corn, or two Blades of Graſs, 
to grow upon a Spot of Ground where 
only one grew before, would deſerve 
better of Mankind, and do more 
eſſential Service to his Country than 
the whole race of Politicians put to-

The Book treats of the Weakneſs of 
Human Kind, and is in little Eſteem, 
except among the Women and the 
Fulgar.

Writer went through all the ufual 


Topicks of European Moraliſts, ſhew- 


ing how diminutive, contemptible, and 


helpleſs an Animal was Man in his own 


Nature; how unable to defend himſelf 
from Inclemencies of the Air, or the 
Fury of wild Beaſts : How much he 
was excelled by one Creature in 
Strength, by another in Speed, by a 
third in Foreſight, by a fourth in 
Induſtry. He added, that Nature was 
degenerated in theſe latter declining 
+ Ages 
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Ages of the World, and could now 
produce only ſmall abortive Births in 
compariſon of thoſe in ancient Times. 
He ſaid, it was very reaſonable to 
think, not only that the Species of 
Man were originally much larger, but 
alſo, that there muſt have been Giants 
in former Ages, which, as it is aſ⸗ 
ſerted by Hiſtory and Tradition, ſo 
it hath been confirmed by huge 
Bones and Sculls caſually dug up in 
ſeveral Pa: cs of the Kingdom, far ex- 
cecding t! common dwindled Race 
of N in our Days. He argued, 
that the very Laws of Nature ab- 
jolutely required we ſhould have been 
made in the beginning, of a Size 
more large and robuſt, not ſo liable 
to Deſtruction from every little Ac- 
cident of a Tile falling from an 
Houſe, or a Stone caſt from the Hand 
of a Boy, or being drowned in a 


little Brook. From this Way of Rea- 


foning, the Author drew. ſeveral mo- 
ral Applications uſeful in the Con- 
duct of Life, but needleſs here to re- 
peat. For my Part, I could not 
avoid reflecting how univerſally 
this Talent was ſpread, of drawing 
Lectures in Morality, or, indeed, ra- 
ther Matter of Diſcontent and Re- 
pining, from the Quarrels we A 
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with Nature. And, I believe, upon 
a ſtrict Enquiry, thoſe Quarrels might 


be ſhewn as ill-grounded among us, 
as they are among that People. 
As to their Military Affairs, they 


boaſt that the King's Army conſiſts 


of an hundred and ſeventy ſix thou- 


ſand Foot, and thirty-rwo thouſand 


Horſe ; If that may. be called an Army 
which is made up of 'Tradeſmen in 
the ſeveral Cities, and Farmers in 


the Country, whoſe Commanders are 


only the Nobility and Gentry, with- 


out Pay or Reward. They are, in- 
deed, perfect enough in their Exer- 


ciſes, and under very good Diſcipline, 


wherein I ſaw no great Merit; for 
how ſhould it be otherwiſe, where 
every Farmer is under the Command of 


his own Landlord, and every Citi- 
zen under that of the principal Men 
in his own City, choſen after the 


Maner of Venice by Ballot? 


IT Have often ſeen the Militia of 


| Lorbulgrud drawn out to Exerciic in a 


great Field near the City, of twen- 
ty Miles ſquare. They were, in all, 
not above twenty-five. thouſand Foot, 
and ſix thouſand Horſe; but it was 


impoſſible for me co compute their 


Number, conſidering the Space of 
Ground they took up. A Cavalier

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mounted on a large Steed might be a- 
bout an hundred Foot high. I have 
ſeen this whole Body of Horſe, upon 
a Word of Command, draw their 
Swords at once, and brandiſh them 
in the Air. N ee can figure 
nothing ſo grand fo ſurpriſing, and 
{o: aſtoniſhing it looked as ik ten 
thouſand Flames of Lightning were 
darting at the ſame time from orery 
Quarter of the Sky.

| = HAD always a ſtrong Impulſe 
that I ſhould ſome time re- 
Cover my Liberty, though it

IHA D now been two Years in 
this Country ; and, about the begin-

I was carried, as uſual, in 
my travelling-Box, which, as I have 
already deſcribed, was a very conve- 
nient Cloſet of twelve Foot wide. And

I longed to ſee the Ocean, 
which muſt be the only Scene of my 
Eſcape, if ever it ſhould happen. I 
pretended to be worſe than I really 
was, and deſired Leave to take the 
freſh Air of the Sea, with a Page I was 
very fond of, and who had ſometimes 
been truſted with me. TI ſhall never 
forget with what unwillingneſs Glum- 
ER dalclitch 
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- dalclitch conſented, nor the ſtrict 
Charge ſhe gave the Page to be care- 
ful of me, burſting at the ſame time 
into a flood of Tears, as if ſhe had 
ſome Foreboding of what was to hap- 
pen. The Boy took me out in my Box 
about half an Hour's Walk from the 
Palace towards the Rocks on the Sea- 
ſhore. I ordered him to ſet me down, 
and lifting up one of my Saſhes, caſt ma- 
ny a wiſttul melancholy Look towards 
the Sea.

I felt 
my Box raiſed very high in the Air,

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gious Speed. The firſt Jolt had like 
to have ſhaken me out of my Ham- 
mock, but afterwards the Motion was 
eaſy | enough. 1 called out ſeveral 
times, as loud as I could raiſe my 
Voice, but all to no Purpoſe. I loo. 
ed towards my Windows, and could 
ſee nothing but the Clouds and Sky 
J heard a noiſe over my Head like 
the clapping of Wings, and then be- 
gan to perceive the woful Condi- 
tion I was in, that ſome Eagle had 
got the Ring of my Box in his Beak, 
with an intent to let it fall on a Rock 
like a Tortoiſe in a Shell, and then 

Pick out my Body, and devour it. 
For the Sagacity and Smell of this 
Bird enabled him to diſcover his Quar- 
ry at a great Diſtance, though bet- 
ter concealed than I could be within

IN a little time I obſerved the noiſe 
and flutter of Wings to 1acreaſe very 
fait, and my Box was toffed up and 
down like a dign- poſt in a windy Day. 
T heard ſeveral Bangs or Buffets, as I 
thought, given to the Eagle, (for ſuch 
J am certain it mutt have been that 
held che Ring of my Box in his Beak) 
and then all on a ſudden felt myſelf 

falling perpendicularly. down for a- 
bove a minute, but with ſuch incre- 
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dible ſwiftneſs that I almoſt loſt my 
Breath. My fall was ſtopped by a 
terrible Squaſh, that ſounded louder to 
my Ears than the Cataract of Niagara; 
after which I was quite in the dark 
for another Minute, and then my 
Box began to riſe ſo high that I could 
ſee Light from the tops of the Win- 
dows. I now perceived that I was fal- 
len into the Sea. My Box, by the 
Weight of my Body, the Goods that 
were in, and the broad Plates of Iron 
fixed for Strength at the four Cor- 
ners of the top and bottom, floated 


above five foqt deep in Water. I did 


then, and do now ſuppoſe that the 
Eagle which flew away with my Box 
was purſued by two or three others, 
and torced to let me drop while he 
was defending himſelf againſt the reſt, 
who hoped to ſhare in the Prey. The 
Plates of Iron faſten'd at the bottom 
of the Box, (for thoſe were the ſtrong- 
eſt,) preſerved the Balance while it 
tell, and hinder'd it from being broken 
on the Surface of the Water.

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firſt ventured to draw back the Slip- 
board on the Roof already mention- 
ed, contrived on purpoſe to let in Air, 
for want of which IL found myſelf al- 
moſt ſtifled. | | AS, 
How often did I then: wiſh myſelf 
with my dear Glumdalclitch, from whom 
one ſingle hour had fo far divided 
- me! And I may ſay, with Truth, that 
in the midſt of my own Misfortunes 
I could not forbear Lenting my poor 
Nurſe, the Grief ſhe would ſuffer for 
my Loſs, the Diſpleaſure of the Queen, 
and the Ruin of her Fortune. Per- 
haps many Travellers have not been 
under greater Difficulties and Diſtreis 
than I was at this Juncture, expect- 
ing every moment to ſee my Box daſh- 
ed in pieces, or at leaſt overſet by 
the firſt violent Blaſt, or a riſing Wave. 
A Breach in one ſingle Pane of Glaſs: 
would have been immediate Death: 
Nor could any thing have preſerved 
the Windows but the ſtrong Lattice- 
wires placed on the out-fide againſt 
Accidents in Travelling. I ſaw the 
Water ooze in at ſeveral Crannies, 
although the Leaks were not conſide- 
rable, and I endeavoured to ſtop them 
as well as I could. I was not able 
to lift up the Roof of my Cloſet, which 
other wiſe I certainly ſhould have done,

and ſat on the Top of it, where 1 
might, at leaſt, preſerve myſelf ſome 
hours longer than by being ſhut up, 
as I may call it, in the Hold. Or 
if I eſcaped theſe Dangers for a day 
or two, what could I expect but a 
miſerable Death of Cold and Hunger! 
I was four hours under theſe Circum- 
ſtances, expecting, and indeed wiſhing 
every moment to be my laſt. 
I HAvE already told the Reader, 
that there were two ſtrong Staples 
fixed upon that ſide of my Box which 
had no Window, and into which the 
Servant who uſed to carry me on 
horſeback would put a leathern Belt, 
and buckle it about his Waſte. Be- 
ing in this diſconſolate ſtate, I heard, 
or at leaſt thought I heard ſome kind 
of grating Noiſe on that ſide of my 
Box where the Staples were fixed, 
and ſoon after I began to fancy that 
the Box was pulled or towed along 
in the Sea; for I now and then felt 
a ſort of tagging, which made the 
Waves riſe near the Tops of my 
Windows, leaving me almoſt in the 
dark.

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However, (I ſuppoſe to pacify me, 
he promiſed to give Order as I Ike 
ed, and going upon Deck ſent ſome 
of his.

| ped off the Quilting; but the Chairs, 

Cabinet and Bedſtead being ſcrewed 
to the Floor, were much damaged by 
the Ignorance of the Seamen, who 
tore them up by force, Then they 
knocked off ſome of the Boards for 
the uſe of the Ship, and when they 
had got all they had a mind for, let 
the Hulk drop into the Sea, which by 
Reaſon of many Breaches made in the 
Bottom and Sides, ſunk to rights.

255 
with great kindneſs, obſerving me 
not to look wildly, or talk incon- 
ſiſtently; and when we were left a- 
lone, deſired I would give him a Re- 
lation of my Travels, and by what 
Accident I came to be ſet adrift in 
that monſtrous wooden Cheſt, He 
faid, that about twelve o' clock at 
Noon, as he was looking through his 
Glaſs, he ſpied it at a diſtance, and 
thought it was a Sail, which he had 
a mind to make, being not much out 
of his Courſe, in hopes of buying 
ſome Bisket, his own beginning to 
fall ſhort, That upon coming near- 
er, and finding his error, he ſent 
out his Long-boat to diſcover what I 
was; that his Men came back in a 
fright, ſwearing they had ſeen a 
ſwimming Houſe. That he laughed 
at their Folly, and went himſelf in 
the Boat, ordering his Men to take a 
ſtrong Cable along with them. That 
the Weather being calm, he rowed 
round me ſeveral times, obſerved my 
Windows, and the Wire-lattices that 
defended them. That he diſcovered 
two Staples upon one fide, which was 
all of Boards, wichout any paſlage 
for Light. He then commanded his 
Men to row up to that fide, and fa- 
ſtening a Cable to one of the Sta- 

| 5 ples, 
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ples, ordered them to tow my Cheſt 

(as they called it) towards the Ship. 
When it was there, he gave Dire- 
ctions to faſten another Cable to 
the Ring fixed in the Cover, and 
to raiſe up my Cheſt with Pullies, 
which all the Sailors were not able 
to do above two or three foot. He 

ſaid, they ſaw my Stick and Handker- 
chief thruſt out of the Hole, and 

concluded that ſome unhappy Man 
muſt be ſhut up in the Cavity. I 
asked, Whether he or the Crew had 
ſeen any prodigious Birds in the Air 
about the time he firſt diſcovered me? 
To which he anſwered, That diſcourſ- 
ing this Matter with the Sajlors while 


I was aſleep, one of them. ſaid, he 


had obſerved three Eagles flying to- 
wards the North, but remarked no- 
thing of their. being larger than the 
uſual Size, which I ſuppoſe muſt be 
imputed to the great height they. were 
at; and. he could not. gueſs: the rea- 
ſon of my Queſtion, I then asked che 
Captain, How far he reckoned we 
might be from Land ? He ſaid, by the 
belt Computation he could make, we 
were at leait an hundred Leagues. I 
aſſured him, that he. muſt be miſtaken 
by almoſt half, for I had not left. the 
Country from whence I came above 
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two Hours betore 1 dropt into the 
Sea. Whereupon, he began again to 
think that my Brain was diſturbed, of 
which he gave me a Hint, and adviſed 
me to go to Bed in a Cabbin he nad 
provided. I aſſured him I was well 
refreſhed with his good Entertain- 
ment and Company, and as much in 
my Senſes as ever I was in my Life. 
He then grew ſerious, and deired to 
ask me freely whether I were not 
troubledin Mind by the Conſciouſneſs 
of ſome enormous Crime, for which 
J was puniſhed at the Command of 

ſome Prince, by expoſing me in that 
Cheſt, as great Criminals. in other 
Countries, have been forced to Sea in 


a a leaky Veſſel without Proviſions: 


For although he ſhould be ſorry to 
have taken ſo ill a Man into his Ship 
yet he would engage his Word to ſet 
me ſafe a- ſhore in the firſt Port where 
we arrived. He added, that his Su- 
ſpicions were much increaſed by ſome 
very abſurd Speeches I had delivered 
at firſt to the Sailors, and afterwards 
to himſelf, in relation to my Cloſet 
or Cheſt, as well as by my odd Looks 
and Behaviour while I was at Sup- 
er. a 
8 T BEGGED his Patience to hear me 
tell my Story,. which I WARY, did 
| rom 
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from the laſt time I left England to 


the Moment he firſt diſcovered me. 


And as Truth always forceth its Wa 
into rational Minds, fo chis hone 
worthy Gentleman, who had ſome 
tincture of Learning, and very good 
Senſe, was immediately convinced of 
my Candour and Veracity. But far- 
ther to confirm all I had ſaid, I en- 
treated him to give Order that m 
Cabinet ihould be brought, of which 
T had che Key in my Pocket, (for he 
had already informed me how the Sea- 
men diſpoſed of my Cloſet.) TI open- 
ed it in his own Preſence, and ſhew- 
ed him che ſmall Collection of Rari- 
ties I made in the Country from 
"whence I had been fo ſtrangely deli- 
vered. There was the Comb I had 
contrived out of the Stumps of the 
King's Beard, and another of the ſame 
M, agterials, but fixed into a Paring of 
her Majeſty's Thumb- nail, which ſerv- 
ed for the Pack. There was a collecti- 
on of Needles and Pins from a Foot 
to half a Yard long; four Waſp- 
Rings, like Joiners Tacks ; ſome 
Combings of the Queen's Hair; a 
gold Ring which- one day ſhe made 
me a Preſent of in a moſt obliging 
Manner, taking it from her little 
Finger, and throwing it m_ / 
57 , Hea 
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Head like a Collar. I defired the 
Captain would pleaſe to accept this 
Ring, in return of his Civilities; 
which he abſolutely refuted. I ſhew- 
ed him a Corn chat I had cut off with 
my own Hand, from a Maid oft Ho- 
nour's Toe; it was about the bigneſs 
of a Kentiſh Pippin, and grown fo 
hard, that when I returned to Eng- 
land, I got it hollowed into a Cup, 
and ſet in Silver. Laſtly, I deſired 
a him to ſee the Breeches I had then on, 
which were made of a Mouſe's Skin.

paſs which was not extraordinary; 
wherein I duubted ſome” Authors leſs 
conſulted Truth than their own Va- 
nity, or Intereſt, or the Diyerfion of 
Ignorant Readers, That my Story 
could contain little beſides common 
Events, without (thoſe ornamental 
Deſcriptions of ſtrange Plants, Trees, 
Birds and other Animals, or of the 
barbarous Cuſtoms and Idolatry of 
Savage People, with which moft Wri- 
ters abound, However, I thanked him 
for his good Opinion, and promiſed 
to take the Matter into my Thoughts. 

H x ſaid, he wondered at one thing 
very much, which was, to hear me 
ſpeak ſo loud, asking me whether the 
King or Queen of that Country were 
thick of hearing.

Eyes had been accuſtomed to ſuch 
prodigious Objects, becauſe the Com- 
pariſon gave me ſo deſpicable a Con- 
ceit of myſelf. The Captain ſaid, that 


while we were at Supper, he obſerv- 


ed me to look at every Thing with a 
ſort of Wonder, and that I often 
ſeemed hardly able to contain my 
Laughter, which he knew not well 


how to take, but imputed it to ſome 
diſorder in my Brain. I anſwered, 


it was very true; and I wondered 


how I could forbear, when I ſaw his 


Diſhes of the ſize of a Silver Three- 


' pence, a Leg of Pork hardly a Mouth- 
ful, a Cup not ſo big as a Nutſhell ; 


and ſo I went on, deſcribing the reſt 
of his Houſhold-{tuff and Proviſions 
after the ſame Manner. For although 
the Queen had ordered a little Equi- 
page of all things neceſſary while I 
was in her Service, yet my Ideas were

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wnolly taken up with what I ſaw on 
every ſide of me, and winked at my 
own Littleneſs as People do at their 
own Faults. The Captain underſtood 
my Raillery very wel, and merrily 
reply'd; with the old Exgliſh Proverb, 
that he doubted mine Eyes were big- 
er than my Belly, for he did not ob- 
— my Stomach ſo good, although 
I had taited all Day; and continuing 
in his Mirth, proteſted he would have 
ladly given an hundred Pounds to 
— ſeen my Cloſet in the Eagle's 
Bill, and afterwards in its fall from 
ſo great an height into the Sea; 
which would certainly have been a 
moſt aſtoniſhing Object, worthy to 
have the Deſcription of it tranſmitted 
to future Ages: And the Compariſon 
of Phaeton was ſo obvious, that he 
could not forbear applying it, altho' 
I did not much admire Conceit, 
Tux Captain having been at Tonquin 
was in his return to England driven 
North eaſtward to the Latitude of 44 
Degrees, and of Longitude 143.

Captain called in at one or ewo Ports 


and ſent in his Long boat fur Proviſions 
and freſn Water, but I never went out of 


the Ship till we came into the Downs, 
which was on the 3d. Day of June 1706, 
about nine Months after my Eſcape. I 
offered to leave my Goods 1n Security 


for Payment of my Freight; but the 
Captain proteſted he would not receive 


one Farthing. We took kind leave of 


each other, and I made him promiſe he 
would come to ſee me at my Houſe in 
Redriff. I hired a Horſe and Guide for 
five dhillings, which I borrowed of the 


As I was on the Road, obſerving the 


Littleneſs of the Houſes, the Trees, the 


Cattle and the People, I began to think 
myſelf in Lilliput. I was atraid of tram- 
pling on every Traveller I met, and 


often called aloud to have them ſtand 


out of the way, ſo that I had like to 


have gotten one or two broken Heads. 


for my Impertinence. 


Wren I came to my own Houſe, 


for wnich I was forced to enquire, one 
of the Servants opening the Door, I 
bent down to go in (like a Gooſe under 


a Gate) for fear of {t.:iking my Head. 


My Wife ran out to embrace mie, but I 
x ſtooped 
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ſtooped lower than her knees, think- 
ing ſhe could otherwiſe never be able 


to reach my Mouth. My Daughter 


kneeled to ask me bleſſing, but I could 
not ſee her till ſhe aroſe, having been 
ſo long uſed to ſtand with my Head and 
Eyes ere to above ſixty foot; and 
then I went to take her up wich one 
Hand, by the Waſte. I looked down 
upon the Servants and one or two 
Friends who were in the Houſe, as if 
they had been Pigmies, and I a Giant. 
I cold my Wife ſhe had been too thrifty, 
for I found ſhe had ſtarved herſelf and 
her Daughter to nothing, In ſhort, I 
behaved myſelf ſo unaccountably, that 
they were all of the Captain's Opinion 
when he firſt ſaw me, and concluded 
I had loit my Wits. This I mention 
as an Inſtance of - the great Power of 
Habit and Prejudice. Y 

Is a little time I and my Family and 
Friends came to a right underitand- 
ing: But my Wife. proteſted J ſhould 


never go to Sea any more; although 


my evil Deſtiny ſo ordered that ſhe had 
not Power to hinder me, as the Reader 
may know hereafter, In the mean time 


I here conclude the ſecond Part of my 
unfortunate Voyages. $413
